The D. Van Nostrand Company, New York, publish 
“A Manual of Naval Architecture” for use of the British 
Royal Navy, officers of the mercantile marine, yachts- 
men, ship-owners and shipbuilders, by Sir W. H. White, 
Assistant Controller and Director of Naval Construc- 
tion in the Royal Navy, and Fellow and officer of many 
societies. This is the fifth edition of this work, which is 
authorized for issue to the British Navy by the Lords’ 
Commissioners of the Admiralty. It was first published 
in 1877 and grew out of lectures at the Royal Naval 
College, intended to explain some of the problems oi 
naval architecture in a manner intelligible to those in- 
terested in or connected with shipping, but not engaged 
as naval architects or shipbuilders. In this edition, 
while the general arrangement previously adoptea has 
been maintained, a large portion of the book has been 
rewritten, and it has been considerably increased in size. 
All the sections have been revised and brought up to 
date. The section dealing with the steamship propul- 
sion is practically a new and extended treatment of this 
important subject. In the chapter on sailing ships will 
be found a careful compilation of the latest investiga- 
tions of the laws of wind pressure. This book has had 
a wide circulation in Great Britain and elsewhere. In 
addition to the British Admiralty’s approval of it as a 
text book for officers, the naval authorities of Italy and 
Germany have similarly approved of translations of the 
work,

In the excellent edition of Capt. Marryat’s novels pub- 
lished by Little, Brown & Company, of Boston, in con- 
nection with J. M. Dent & Company, of London, we have 
recently received four volumes: “The Pacha of Many 
Tales,” “Mr. Midshipman Easy,” “Japhet in Search 
of a Father,” and “Snarleyyow; or the Dog Fiend.” 
This new edition is edited by Richard Brimley Johnson, 
and illustrated with 66 full-page etchings. Few, if any, 
have surpassed Captain Marryat in sea stories of vivid 
reality, permeated with the strong, full flavor of the 
ocean and of sailor life in a man-of-war under the old 
regime. The imperfections and occasional] crudeness of 
their narration serves, perhaps, rather to heighten their 
naturalness and to lend the air of truth to narratives 
which were, in part only, accounts of actual experiences 
met with by Captain Marryat or those with whom he was 
associated. Their wealth of incident and knowledge of 
life aboard ship would furnish material and local color 
for many a sea story of the more modern sort. The inter- 
est of these tales survives with those who are familiar or 
desire to become familiar with sailor life as it was in the 
rougher days of the early part of the century and as it re- 
mains in many essentials to the present day. Of the vol- 
umes we have received ‘‘Snarleyyow” is one of the three 
novels in which Marryat made use of historical events. 
In this case the Jacobite conspiracy is a setting for his 
story. The numerous escapes of the cur after whom the 
novel is christened, and of his enemy, the boy, Peter 
Smallbones, are amusing, if not all equally well con- 
trived. “Japhet in Search of a Father” is a tale of 
private adventure in which the interest is well sustained, 
enlivened by humor and incident. In “the Pacha of 
Many Tales” short stories of intrigue and adventure. 
travelers’ wonders, are related with an air of good 
faith, with no regard for probability, but with no oppor- 
tunity for criticism, invented as they are to amuse a 
jaded autocrat. “Mr. Midshipman Easy’s’’ adventures, 
if somewhat overcrowded and impossibly varied, are ali 
within the range of a midshipman’s daily life, and serve 
to make one of the most amusing as well as one of the 
best known of Marryat’s stories. No library is com- 
plete without Marryat, and we commend this excellent 
edition to those who wish to possess his works. 


“The Curious Case of Gen. Delaney Smythe” is a very 
interesting story by Lieut. Col. W. H. Gardner, U. 8. A., 
retired, published by The Abbey Press, New York. 
The reader’s attention is held unti] the end, and, although 
the incidents related are strange and unusual, they are 
not impossible or beyond parallel, and are largely found- 
ed on fact, as Colonel Gardner explains in his preface. 
The period of the book is just after the Civi] War, and 
its hero had earned the brevets of Brigadier and Major 
General for gallantry and meritorious services as a volun- 
teer.

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The editorial appearing in our issue Noy. 24 under 


the caption “Justice to the Army,” in which reference 
is made to the bill now before Congress for the retire- 
ment of Army officers who served during the Civil War 
with the next higher grade, and in which it is pointed 


out. that these officers, as well as those who served 
during the Spanish war, should be placed on the same 
footing as to retirement as governs officers of the Navy, 
has caused much comment among officers of the Navy. 
A prominent officer in the office of the Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy, in remarking on this matter, has 
called attention to the advantage Army officers would 
have over their brethren in the Navy in case such a 
law should be enacted. He does not object in the 


slightest degree to the passage of the bill for the Army, 
but his contention is that officers of the Navy should be 
granted the privilege of retiring after thirty years’ ser- 
vice, as is the case now with the Army. He also con- 
tends that if the service during the Spanish war is- 
recognized for retirement in the Army it should be in 





the Navy. The same rules for retirement should operate 
for both the Army and Navy, and if Army officers 
who have served thirty years be allowed to retire at the 
discretion of the President, officers of the Navy having 
like service should be granted the same right.

It is questionable whether the British will not lose 
more than they gain by the severe measures they are 
adopting toward the Boers and for the execution of 
which General Kitchener is chosen as the fitting in- 
strument, Lord Roberts being considered too soft heart- 
ed. According to despatches from South Africa the 
Afrikanders in Cape Colony are proposing to make 
common cause with the Boers, and the British High 
Commissioner, Sir Alfred Milne, is fearful lest there 
should be a Dutch rising in Cape Colony which will 
extend to Cape Town.

General Sheridan in the Shenandoah Valley are cited 


in support of British methods, but it is not demonstrated 
that they had any important influence upon the war 
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which was ended finally by the persistent fighting of 
Grant and Sherman when they were finally given contro] 
of matters. There is nothing in our experience during 
the Civil War to show that a fighting race was terror- 
ized by severe methods. Still, war is war, and the 
exact extent to which a system of reprisals should be 
carried to secure peace when war has degenerated into 
guerrilla attacks is a question not easy to be settled, 
especially at a distance from the scene of operations. 
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A COMPLIMENT WE APPRECIATE, 


The Army and Navy Journal comes in for an indirect 
compliment at page 18 of the annual report of Secretary 
Root where he speaks of the “most positive and circun- 
stantial accounts of the massacre of all the ministers 
and members of the legations in Pekin that had been 
published and were almost universally believed.” In the 
exception implied in the word “almost,” the Secretary 
doubtless means the readers of the Army and Navy 
Journal, for, being accustomed to look to our columns 
before forming an opinion in matters military, they 
found nothing there to indicate a massacre and naturally 
withheld their judgment, in so doing vindicating not 
only..our -carefulness but also their own good sense. 
From the first we sifted each report and steadily held 
that there was no sufficient proof of the massacre of the 
envoys. When we weighed the source of most of the 
news—the lying Chinese officialg and the overwrought 
newspaper imagination—we formed the opinion, which 
was strengthened by every fresh outburst of sensational. 
ism and by a serene confidence in the indomitable cour- 
age of that handful of American marines, that eventv- 
ally the Ministers would be rescued. 

We have been told that in a certain government de 
partment in New York City after each circumstantial 
recital in the dailies of the massacre the appearance of 
the Army and Navy Journal would be awaited with 
eagerness to see if it would “give up now,” as one official 
expressed himself repeatedly, and great was the pride 
of its readers when events proved it was right. We had 
the same experience during the Spanish-American wat 
when from all sides reports came to us of the satisfac 
tion our readers derived from the calm and unsen- 
sational accounts appearing in the Army and Navy 
Journal and the demonstration of the absurdity of the 
alarmist stories published in the daily papers. None of 
our readers was guilty of the absurdity of packing 
up table silver and fleeing to the mountains to ge 
safely beyond the reach of Spanish shells, as some 
readers of the dailies were said to have done.

Within the present year the tide of membership in 
the Military Order of the Loyal Legion has turned and 
is now at the ebb. In the membership of the first class, 
that is, of those who served during the Civil War, there 
has been a loss of 59 during the three months ending 
Oct. 13, or about nine-tenths of one per cent.

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THE ACTING COMMISSARY GENDRAL. 


The retirement of Brigadier General Charles P. Eagan, 
Commissary General, U. 8. A., leaves the way open for 
the promotion to the head of his corps of that sterling 
soldier and genial gentleman, Col. John F. Weston, the 
present Acting Commissary General. Colonel Weston 
entered the military service as first lieutenant, 4th Ken- 
tucky Cavalry, Nov. 26, 1861, and rose to the rank of 
major. He was mustered out of the Volunteer service 
in August, 1865, and appointed second lieutenant, 7th 
U. 8. Cav., two years later, in August, 1867. He was 
transferred to the Commissary Department in 1875. 

The Washington correspondent of the New York 
Evening “Post” has an article on the Commissary Gen- 
eral so sound and just in every way, 80 far as concerns 
Colonel Weston, that we gladly give our endorsement 
to what is said with reference to the Acting Commis- 
sary General. After stating the facts of the case, 
this correspondent says: 

“The commendation of the commissariat of our army 
in China comes not only from American official sources 
but from foreign critics and from newspaper correspond- 
ents representing all countries. Ool, John F. Weston, 
acting Commissary General of Subsistence, comes in for 
the credit of all this, which he modestly disclaims, as 
far as he is personally concerned, saying that the praise 
is really due to his subordinates in the field, who have 
splendidly vindicated his faith in them. 

“*That is Weston’s way,’ said an old-line officer to- 
day. ‘He is an indefatigable worker, with a buoyant 
temper which keeps him happy in spite of his rheumatism, 
and young, in the face of a long career of hard service 
in the field. We all have to smile, however, when we 
read that the soldiers of the United States Army, since 
Weston took hold, have been followed throughout the 
world not only by all the necessaries but by a let of 
luxuries as well. No man in the Army is a more severe 
old Spartan than Weston in his ideas of simplicity in 
the military mess. I don’t mean by that that he would 
give the officers whatever they want and cut the men 
dow n to plain bread and meat, but one of his hobbies 
is the democracy of military life and regimen. He 
would have a plain ration furnished free to both officers 
and men, the same in kind and quantity. Beyond this 
he would supply a few—a very few—odds and ends, like 
tobacco, which has come to be regarded in the Army as 
almost as much a necessity as food and drink, and he 
would have these accessible to officers and men on 
equal terms, He does not believe that it adds to the 
excellence of the Army discipline or sentiment to have 
champagne on the officers’ table when the soldier who 
Stands guard at the door moistens his meal with water.

THE ARMY BILL. 

The House, on Dec. 6, after two days diseussion, 
passed the bill for the reorganization of the Army by a 
vote of 166 to 133. The bill as prepared by the War 
Department and introduced in the House by Mr. Hull 
was greatly changed at the time of its passage, but in 
its salient and important features it is the same. After 
several days’ discussion the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs on Dec. 4 reported the bill with amend- 
ments. Although the report was nominally made on the 
Senate bil] 4300, which passed the Senate last session, 
in reality the report was on the War Department bill 
of this session printed in the Army and Navy Journal 
of Dec. 1 and introduced in the House by Mr. Hull 
and in the Senate with two additional sections by Mr. 
Hawley. 

As reported to the House by Mr. Hull from the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs the bill for reorganizing 
the Army was radically different in many of its essen- 
ial features from the bill prepared by the War De- 
partment as will be shown by the report of the Com- 
mittee on the bill which appears elsewhere. 

In section 6 an inspector of artillery with the rank of 
colonel on the staff of the general officer commanding 
was substituted for the brigadier general, chief of ar- 
tillery, and the last proviso with reference to the retired 
rank of a colonel serving as chief stricken out. 

The next change made by the committee was to abolish 
the proposed grade of third class gunner in the artillery 
corps. The bill as reported provided simply for first 
and second class gunners with the increase in pay as 
originally decided upon. Im section 9 it was further 
provided that the increase of officers of artillery under 
the bill should be only in proportion to the increase of 
men. No further changes were made by the committee 
in the provisions relating to the Corps of Artillery. 

As will be remembered section 18 of the original bill 
provides that the Adjutant General’s Department shall 
consist of one Adjutant General with the rank as now 
fixed by statute. In the report on the bill the words 
“as now fixed by statute” were stricken out and the sec- 
tion was made to read that the Adjutant General should 
have the rank of Major General during the active ser- 
vice of the present incumbent of the office and the rank 
of brigadier general thereafter. In section 15, relating 
to the Judge Advocate’s Department the wording of the 
bill was changed so that the Department is called the 
Judge Advocate General's Department. In the original 
bill it was specified that vacancies created or caused by 
the Act in the grade of major in the Judge Advocate 
General's Department could be filled by the appointment 
of officers holding commissions as major and judge ad- 
voeate of Volunteers during the war with Spain. In 
its report the Committee on Military Affairs has 
changed the wording of the biil so that the age limit 
of forty years as provided in the original is stricken 
out and an officer of Volunteers holding a commission 
as judge advocate since April 21, 1898, may be appointed 
te fill the vacancies in the Department. The same 
change was made by the committee in the provisions 
relating to the appointment of officers of Volunteers to 
fill the vacancies caused in the grade of captain in the 
Quartermaster’s Department and of captain in the Sub- 
sistence Department. In the origina) bill the age limit 
for the appointment of Volunteers in these two depart- 
ments was fixed at thirty-six, but this has been entirely 
stricken out in the report. 

A Gawse giving the surgeon general of the Army 
power to appoint, in emergencies, as many contract sur- 
geons as necessary at a compensation of not over $150 
a month was added to the bill by the committee. It is 
also provided by the report of the committee that, in 
filling the vacancies in the grade. of captain in the Pay 
Department caused by this Act, volunteer additional 
paymasters who have served since April 21, 1808, may 
be appointed. In regard to the Signal Corps, it is pro- 
vided in the report of the committee that all vacancies 
remaining after the promotions by seniority have been 
made may be filled by the appointment of persons who 
have served in the Volunteer Signal Corps since April 
21, 1898. The clause in the original bill stipulating that 
appointments from the Volunteer Army were dependent 
upon examination and making an age limit of forty 
years, was stricken out as in the other departments. 

One of the most important changes made in the bill 
by the committee was its action in entirely cutting out 
section 24 of the original bill, which provided for the 
appointment by the President of officers from the Army 
at large to fill any vacancies occurring among the chiefs 
of the various staff departments. 

Sections 26 and 27 of the original bill were entirely 
changed by the House Committee, as will be seen by the 


‘of cavalry. After being strenuously opposed by many 















































































Army to the grade of second lieutenant, but stipulates 
that the age limit for such appointment is thirty-two 
years, the committee entirely cut out the limit of age. 
Four additional sections were added to the bill. 

The general debate on the bill for the reorganization 
of the Army began in the House on Dee. 5. Several 
excellent speeches were made in support of the general 
features of the measure and one exceedingly brilliant 
speech was made by Mr. McCall, who was opposed to the 
idea of increasing the standing Army to 96,000 men. 
All of the opposition to the bill in the House seemed 
to be on account of the increase provided for in the size 
of the Army, The same arguments which have been 
so often heard of late against a larger Army were re- 
peated in the debate on the bill. 

In support of the bill Mr. Hull, the Chairman of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, made a most ex- 
cellent explanatory speech. In all its details the bill 
was carefully gone over by the Chair of the com- 
mittee and much stress was put on fact that in 
reality the permanent size of the Army was not, after 
all, so greatly increased. 

After the general debate on the bill, it was taken up 
section by section for amendment. Some few minor 
amendments were made in the wording of certain clauses 
and in section 16, where it is provided that all vacancies 
caused in the grade of captain shall be filled by the 
appointment of officers of Volunteers commissioned 
since April 21, 1898, an amendment was adopted strike 
ing out the words immediately following 1898: “am@ 
whose professional and physical fitness have been estab 
lished to the satisfaction of the Secretary of War.” 

A letter from the Quartermaster General was 
mitted to the House, in which it is urged that the 
ber of officers in the Quartermasters Department 
posed by the bill be increased. General Ladington 
points out the need for officers in his Department and 
also makes objection to the age limit for Volunteers 
as originally provided for in the bill, but which was 
stricken out by the committee. The House, in this eon- 
nection, agreed to an amendment giving seven colonels, 
eleven lieutenant colonels, twenty-eight majors and 
seventy-two captains to the Quartermaster General's 
Department. Prior to the adoption of the amendment 
the bill provided for six colonels, nine lieutenant col- 
onels, eighteen majors and fifty-four captains. An 
amendment providing that any vacancy in the Quarter- 
master’s Department may be filled by appointment from 
eivil life or from Volunteers serving since April 21, 
1898, was offered by Mr. Hepburn, but after consider- 
able discussion was voted down. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Hay, authorizing the 
enlistment for service in the Philippines for two years 
from June 10, 1901, of fifty surgeons of the rank of 
major, one of 150 of the rank of captain, and whose 
services may be dispensed with when the Secretary of 
War shall decide that they are no longer necessary, 
was agreed to. Another amendment authorizing the 
surgeon general to employ not to exceed thirty dental 
surgeons, three of whom shall be chief dental surgeons, 
was also agreed to after some debate. 

Mr. Bingham offered an amendment to provide for a 
corps of veterinary surgeons, one chief veterinary, with 
the rank of colonel, one assistant chief with the rank 
of major; fotr veterinaries with the rank of first lieuten- 
ant; ten assistants with the rank of second lieutenant; 
twenty assistants with the rank of second lieutenants 


members the amendment was adopted. 

The section constructing the Pay Department ‘was 
amended by increasing the total force of officers from 
44 to 55. The increase provides for one 
colonel, an additional lieutenant colonel, eleven majors 
and reduces the number of captains from 27 to 25. 
amendment to increase the Engineer Corps as 
mended by the Chief of Engineers from 159 
187 was lost. An increase of one lientenant 
two majors, ten captains and ten first lieutenants 
agreed to for the Signal Corps. The provision in 
bill, however, authorizing temporary continuance in ser- 
viee in the Philippines of ten first lieutenants and of ten 
second lieutenants of the Signal Corps was immediately 
stricken out after the passage of the amendment increas- 
ing the Corps. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Hull wes agreed to 
authorizing the President to appoint officers in 
present Volunteer Army to the grade of first and

sion was that which reads: “That any officer of 
Army on the active list below the grade of \ 
general who served during the Civil War shall, ‘ 
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that on Dec. 1902, the Army be reduced to a total 
strength of 25,000 men. This was defeated., 

A substitute was presented and a to for section 
40, which relates to the selling of xicating liquors 
at Army posts. The substitute is as follows: ‘The 
sale of or dealing in beer, wine or any intoxicating 
liquors by any person in any post exchange or canteen 
or on any transport or upon any premises used for mili- 
tary purposes by the United States is prohibited. The 
Secretary of War is hereby directed to carry the pro- 
visions of this section into full force and effect.” It is 
generally believed at the War Department that this 
amendment, which in reality abolishes the canteen, will 
be voted down in the Senate, where the canteen has 
many friends. 

Both Section 41 and 42 were stricken out of the bill 
by a vote of the House. The first of these sections was 
meant to promote General Shafter to be a major general 
on the retired list, and the second of the sections was 
to provide for Generals Wilson and Lee. 

After finishing its consideration of the amendments a 
vote was taken on the bill as amended, and it was 
passed Dec. 6 by a vote of 198 to 107, as stated above. 





FIFTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 

The second session of the Fifty-sixth Congress 
opened Monday, Dec. 3, and immediately a beginning 
was made for the service by the introduction in the House 
of the bill as prepared by the War Department for the 
reorganization of the Army which appears elsewhere, 
as amended in the Committee of the Whole and its pass- 
age in the House by a vote of 166 to 133. 

In the House Committee on Naval Affairs little of 
importance has been done during the past week. Many 
communications have been received by this committee 
fro», the Secretary of the Navy relating to legislation 
which the Navy Department recommends for the en- 
suing session of Congress. These recommendations fol- 
low very closely those made in the annual report of Sec- 
retary Long which was printed in our issue of Dec. 1. 
It was urged upon the committee on Naval Affairs of 
both the Senate and House that a bill be passed grant- 
ing medals of honor of three different grades to the 
officers who have distinguished themselves in the line of 
duty, also recommendations were made that the Presi- 
dent be authorized to reclassify the vessels of the 
Navy and other unimportant recommendations were 
sumbitted in official communications. The recommen- 
dations concerning medals of reward very closely re- 
sembled those made during the last session of this Con- 
gress. In his annual report the Secretary of the Navy 
gave all the salient features of the proposed plan. 

In the Senate on Dec. 4 Mr. Hale called up for imme- 
diate consideration the bill, S. 1358, to authorize the use 
of depositions before naval courts of witnesses stationed 
or residing at such a distance from the place at which the 
naval court is ordered to sit, or of witnesses who are 
under orders and are about to go to such a distance that 
it is not practicable to secure their personal attendance 
without incurring great expense or serious loss, of time. 
This bill was passed by the Senate after having been 
amended by the addition at the end of this sentence: 
“Such disposition to be admissible in case the tribunal 
to whom it is offered find that the aforesaid cause for 
taking the same exist.” 

The Assistant Secretary of War, Mr. George D. 
Meiklejohn, was authorized by the Senate to accept a 
decoration tendered him by the Government of Sweden 
and Norway. 

Representative Boutelle, of Maine, who has for so 
many years been the Chairman of the tiouse Committee 
on Naval Affairs has tendered his resignation as chair- 
man of this committee on account of poor health. Rep- 
resentative Foss, of Illinois, who successfully acted as 
chairman of the contmittee during the last session of 
Congress, will undoubtedly be chosen to succeed Mr. 
Boutelle. Mr. Foss is experienced in naval matters and 
has always taken great interest in the work of the com- 
mittee. It is proposed to introduce a bill in the House 
giving Mr. Boutelle retired rank as captain of the Navy. 
On aceount of the long and efficient services of this 
official on the Committee on Naval Affairs and also 
because of his excellent record in the Navy during the 
Civil War. 

The House Committee on Military and Naval Affairs 
have already, begun work in the forthcoming appropria- 
tion bills. 

The Senate has passed S. 5024, which was reported 
Dec. 5 by Mr. Bacon, from the Committee on Foreign 
Riations. It grants permission to Capt. B. H. McCalla, 
U. 8S. N., and Comdr. William C. ise, U. S. N., to 
accept decorations tendered to them by the Emperor 
of Germany. The decorations (including a diploma and 
insignia) are respectively of the Order of the Second 
Class of the Red Eagle, with swords, and of the Order 
of the Second Class of the Royal Crown, with swords. 

It seems to be the disposition of the Senate not to 
agree to a conference on the Army bill, but to take up 
for debate the War Department bill introduced by Sen 
ator Hawley.

That said payment 
shall be made, in the case of the volunteers, on the date 
on which the officer or soldier shall be mustered out and 
discharged, and, in the case of the regulars, on the date 
on which the officer or soldier shall reach his proper sta- 
tion in the United States, or as soon thereafter as prac- 
ticable. That in the case of the volunteers who have 
already been mustered out and discharged, and in the 
case of the regulars who have returned to their proper 
station in the United States, after having performed 
faithful and honorable service in the places previously 
specified herein, said payment of two months’ extra pay 
shall be paid, without unnecessary eu, oer the pass- 
age of this act, by the Auditor for the War Department, 
under instructions of the Secretary of the Treasury. 





A DECISION IMPORTANT TO THE NAVY. 


A very important decision to the Navy has been ren- 
dered by the Attorney General in the case of George 
Mullison. The question was whether the officer, who in 
1895, while on duty as an ensign on shipboard was so 
seriously injured by the parting of an anchor chain 
necessitating amputation of a leg, that he is no longer 
able to perform any but shore duty, is entitled to pro- 
motion under these sections of the Revised Statutes: 


“Sec. 1493. No officer shall be promoted to a higher 
grade on the active list of the Navy, except in the case 
provided in the next section, until he has been examined 
by a Board of Naval Surgeons and pronounced physically 
qualified to perform all his duties at sea.” 

“Sec. 1494. The provisions of the preceding section 
shall not exclude from the promotion to which he would 
otherwise be regularly entitled any officer in whose 
ease such medical board may report that his physical 
disqualification was occasioned by wounds received in 
the line of his duty, and that such wounds do not in- 
ecapacitate him for other duties in the grade to which 
he shall be promoted.” 

In his decision the Attorney General says: 

“I am clearly of opinion that the expression referred 
to in Sec, 1494, means precisely what it so plainly says, 
namely, ‘wounds received in the line of his duty’ and is 
not restricted to wounds received in any particular 
branch or portion of that duty. Whatever reasons may 
have existed for making or not making a distinction in 
that regard between wounds received in battle or some 
other hazardous enterprise and those otherwise received 
in the line of duty, it quite suffices that the statute has 
made no such distinction and, therefore, we can make 
none. The statute is plain and unambiguous, and, 
therefore, neither calls for nor admits of construction. 
It must be read as it is written. 

“As to the second question the meaning of the law 
is little less certain when both sections are read to- 
gether as they must be. What are the duties for which 
the officer is disqualified, and what are the duties for 
which he is not incapacitated? Reading both sections to- 
gether, it is plain that the ‘other duties’ referred to are 
those other than ‘duties at sea,’ for there is nothing else 
to which these words can refer. We have then the plain 
case of an officer disqualified for ‘duties at sea,’ but not 
incapacitated for ‘other duties’ and this is just the case 
in which the statute says the officer may be promoted. 

“Indeed, I understand that the decisions and practice 
of your department have been long and uniformly in 
accordance with the views thus expressed.” 

The. Attorney General gives as examples of cases 
which have been similar to the one under consideration 
those of Past Asst. Engineer Cooper, who lost a leg 
from having it crushed in machinery while on duty on 
shipboard; of Asst. Engineer Walter S. Burke, whose 
arm was crushed in machinery with the result that am- 
putation was necessary, and of Ensign Wilfred V. Pow-

: FOR THE CAVALRY ARM. 


From Pasay Cavalry Barracks, Manila, Oct. 27, 19, 
Col. C. C. C. Carr, Lieut. Col. EB. M. Hayes and Major 
Charles Morton, 4th Cav., issued a circular lettor to 
“Officers of Cavalry,” presenting a scheme for cavalry 
organization drawn up by Capt. H. H. Sargent, 2d Cay,, 
concerning which they say: 

“With the exception of one serious defect that can be 
remedied, it has met with the hearty approval of the 
cavalry officers generally, at Manila, viz.: It does vet 
clearly and distinctly provide that the original vacancies 
created shall be filled by promotion according to seniority 
of cavalry officers now in the service—an omission that 
might flood the cavalry from other branches of the ser 
vice, as it did in 1870, and overslaugh officers now in 
the cavalry by appointments of civilians or younger 
officers through extraneous influence, with all the harm- 
ful consequences therefrom.” 

The bill is based upon the application of the following 
principles: 

First.—That the strength of the Regular Army should 
be at least one thousand soldiers for every million in- 
habitants, as suggested and advocated by the Lieutenant 
General commanding the Army. 

Second.—That the strength of the cavalry arm should 
be about one sixth or one seventh the total strength of al! 
arms. 

Third.—That the squadron of proper size is, on the 
whole, the most effective fighting unit for cavalry. 

Fourth.—That radical changes in the present organiza. 
tion should be avoided as much as possible. 

Fifth.—That the cavalry should be so organized that its 
strength can be easily, quickly and economically in- 
creased in time of war or whenever the necessity arises. 

Sixth.—That the cavalry should be so organized that, 
if increased, it can be easily, quickly and economically 





_ decreased, whenever the necessity for its increase shall 


pass. 

It is proposed to have 15 white regiments of cavalry 
and 3 colored each with three organized and three un- 
— squadrons, each of three troops. This pro- 
vides for 664 enlisted men and 38 officers in each regi- 
ment, a total of 684 officers and 11,952 men. The troop 
is to have 70 men. The troops and squadrons are now 
so large as to be unwieldy and difficult toe handle. 
With the skeleton troops organized the total strength 
of the cavalry will be 1,278 officers and 23,292 enlisted 
men. It is proposed to give the President power to 
thus increase the cavalry arm “whenever the exigencies 
of the service shall require it.” It is proposed that there 
should be two major generals of cavalry and two bri- 
gadier generals, besides the usual regimental officers, 
and that the cavalry should be organized into two divis- 
ions each with three brigades.

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RECLASSIFICATION OF NAVAL VESSHLS. 


The Secretary of the Navy has addressed identical 
letters to the Senate and House Committees on Naval 
Affairs in which he calls attention to the pressing need 
for a reclassification of all vessels in the United States 
Navy. It is pointed out in the letter that the many 
changes which have occurred in recent years in naval 
construction and the changes made by the personnel 
law in the rank of officers, necessitate radical change in 
classification that the laws of assigning officers of 
certain grades to the command of certain rate vessels 
may be followed. In this connection the Secretary has 
submitted with his own letter a long letter of recom- 
mendation which was prepared by the Bureau of Navi- 
gation. The Bureau recommends that torpedo boats, 
torpedo boat destroyers, tugs, sailing ships and receiving 
ships be carried as at present on the Navy Register, and 
that all other vessels be rated as follows: 1st rate, men- 
of-war only 8,000 tons and above; 2d rate, men-of-war 
over 4,000 tons and under 8,000 tons, and converted 
and auxiliary vessels of 6,000 tons and above, except 
refrigerating ships, distilling ships, tank ships, repair 
ships, hospital ships and other vessels contructed or 
equipped for special purposes; 3d rate, men-of-war and 
converted auxiliary vessels from 1,000 to 4,000 tons, 
and colliers, refrgeratng ships supply ships, distlling 
ships, tank steamers, repair ships, hospital ships and 
other vessels constructed or equip for special pur- 
poses of 4, tons and above; 4th rate, all other vessels. 

The report of the Bureau of Navigation on this subject 





says 

“It is considered particularly desirable that we should 
cease to class as first rates, such vessels as the Chicago, 
Columbia and Puritan. First rates should only include 
ships of the line . Although the foregoing will sys- 
tematize the ratings of vessels on account of their diverse 
duties greater latitude should be allowed by regulations 
as to the rank of officers to command the several rates. 
It is therefore recommended that the regulations now at 
variance with the law, be changed to provide that com- 
manders may be permitted to command second and third 
rates.” 

The Secretary submitted the following resolution for 
the consideration of the committees: That the President 
of the United States be authorized to establish and from 
time to time to modify as the needs of the service may 
require, a classification of vessels of the Navy, and to 
formulate appropriate rules governing assignments te 
command of vessels and squadrons. This bill was !n- 
troduced in the Senate Dec. 4 by Senator Hale.

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INSPECTOR GENERAL'S REPORT. 


Early in his annual report Brigadier General Joseph 
C. Breckinridge, Inspector General of the Army, says 
that “perhaps no two battles in one year ever had so 
much effect upon the history and destiny of our country 
as those of Manila and Santiago, in May and July, 1898.” 
We can see veterans of the Civil War prick up their 
ears at this statement and travel back to those momen- 
tous years till they come to that year of battles—1863. 

In the year the inspections of disbursements and de- 
posits amounted to over $280,000,000, of property to over 
$10,000,000, with over $1,000,000 saved for further ser- 
vice, and of over 130,000 men, The death of General 
Lawton, Lieutenant Colonel Wiley and Major Edmunds 
calls out a sympathetic reference to the loss sustained by 
the nation in their untimely taking off, and the loss to 
the Department is thus referred to: “We can not dis- 
regard our personal loss nor the quality of such worthy 
soldiers as these. But even to strangers a loss of over 
10 per cent. of the corps by death during the last fiscal 
year may attract attention to services which surely have 
not been performed in any perfunctory spirit, and it is 
hoped may be appreciated by our superiors and our 
feitow-countrymen.” 

The report remarks “how very much encouraged and 
less hampered inspection work has been during this 
year.” Kecommendation is made for a law providing 
for an inspector general for each brigade. A niggardly 
supply of capable officers is a penny wise and pound 
foolish policy, to which vigorous statement by the In- 
spector General every friend of the Army will subscribe, 
The report then discusses the need for brigade inspectors- 
general, going over much of the ground that has already 
and often been covered in our columns, but we note a 
wise observation to the effect that though details can 
sometimes meet the necessity, such officers should be 
provided by law, so that the depletion of commands of 
its necessary officers may not occur. Much of the 
“splendid efficiency” of General Lawton’s division the 
report thinks, is due to the fact that he detail in- 
spectors-general for his brigades. The opinions of Army 
otticers as given in the House report No. 74 of the 42d 
Congress on the legislative needs of the Department are 
quoted at length. $ 

The report is qughecie in demanding the best that can 
be got for the clerks to officers of the Department, and 
says what no one will deny, that “a good number of 
soldierly tempered and capable clerks is a boon in the 
field,” adding this inquiry: 

“Does not the honorable Secretary of War and the 
Congress believe that the inspection department should 
be given as capable and devoted personnel as the supply 
departments inspected and as fair consideration?” _ 

It is recommended that in the next Army appropria- 
tion bill provision be made for one clerk and one mes- 
senger for each officer on duty in the Inspector General's 
Department, such to be on the same footing as clerks 
and messengers in the Pay Department of the Army. 

The report refers to the unearthing of the Cuban 
postal frauds through the inspections by Colonel Bur- 
ton, and speaks of the “happiest results” attending the 
inspections instituted in the Philippines under Generals 
Otis and MacArthur. There may. be just a suspicion 
of resentment in the remark that at present “no officer 
of the Inspector General's Department higher than the 
rank of major is on inspection duty in Asia; though the 
only public enemy is there.” 

The retirement of Army officers like those of the 
Navy with the rank and pay of the next higher grade 
is recommended in strong terms. 

In arguing for a larger Army the Inspector General 
draws heavily upon the address at West Point last June 
of the Hon. Charles F. Manderson for comparative sta- 
tistics. 

‘the average monthly disbursements of Army officers 
whose accounts were inspected during the year was 
$11,896,892.36, and their final balances represented 161 
per cent of this average, the highest per cent. of any 
year but one since 1894, that year being 1898 with 173. 
The total number of inspections in the year was 1406, 
of these 1,153 being made by officers of the Inspector 
General’s Department. 

Of the U. 8. Military Academy the report says: “The 
eondition of the post and Academy and of the several 
departments connected therewith and the progressive 
spirit at present prevailing bear witness to the efficient 
and wise administration and the enthusiasm for their 
work of the superintendent, Col. A. L. Mills, the com- 
mandant of cadets, Lieut. Col. O. L. Hein, and the corps 
of officers and instructors.” 

Much space is given to the topic of military colleges 
which being only indirectly associated with the Army 
we will dismiss with a few words. 

The maximum number of hours devoted to military 
work during the past school year was 240 for the theo- 
retical and 540 for the practical course. 

The largest condemnations in the year was in the 
Philippines ($113,816.28), and the smallest in Alaska 
($112.10). The greatest losses occurred in bread, plug 
tobacco and bacon. 

As to physical examinations the report says: “It might 
be well to adopt the German practice where the entire 
body of every man is inspected every thirty days by a 
company officer and a medical officer, careful search 
being made for any heart lesions, hernia, venereal dis- 
orders, skin diseases, eczemas, etc. Their method of 
identification of the dead upon the battlefield is com- 
mended.” 

General Breckinridge says some recognition is due 
the faithful clerks and hope is expressed that the in- 
crease recommended in the annual estimate will be 
granted that these deserving clerks may receive some 
advancement and substantial encouragement for con- 
tinued good work.

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THE ARMY BILL: PASSED. 


The passage in the House, by a vote of 166 to 133. 
of the “Act to increase the efficiency of the military 
establishment of the United States” is the event of the 
week in Congress, and it will now go to the Senate 
as an amendment to the bill 8. 4300, which passed the 
Senate May 4, 1900, and which was referred in the 
House to the Committee on Military Affairs Dec. 4, 
1900. We give below the bill as reported to the House, 
noting the changes made by the House in the Committee 
of the Whole in an article on page 341. The Grout 
oleomargarine bill had the right of way in the House, 
but its friends yielded for the Army bill, with the 
understanding that their bill was to follow immediately 
after. The debate on the Army bill was prolific in sur- 
prises, such as the attempt of Mr. McClellan, a pro- 
fessed friend of the Army, to continue the present tem- 
porary shift for another two years instead of adopting 
a bill for permanent reorganization. Then, who would 
have thought that the sturdy General Grosvenor would 
have voted for the anti-canteen section with this lame 
explanation: He had but little faith in the suppression 
of intemperance by law. But a great majority of the 
people of this country had come to such a state of 
mind that no testimony, though one rose from the dead, 
would satisfy them on this question. “They have come 
to believe that by the abolition of the canteen the 
Army will become a temperate and virtuous body of 
men. They will not hear the evidence of men competent 
to judge that the canteen is a great modification of the 
saloon. And there is not a saloon keeper in the country 
who does not favor the abolition of the canteen. With 
all my fears and misgivings, in the face of this great 
mora! uprising, I am willing to vote for this substitute.” 

Mr. Slayden (Dem., Tex.) said that the subject should 
be settled without hysterics and without fear. If every 
member who had not been made a coward by the W. C. 
T. U., and who believed that the canteen contributed 
to the comfort and discipline of the Army, voted his 
honest convictions, the pending substitute would go down 
under an overwhelming vote. 

Mr. Pearce (Rep., Mo.) and Mr. Parker (Rep., Pa.) 
spoke in the same vein. 

Mr. Fitzgerald (Dem., Mass.) moved to insert a new 
section by prohibiting the sale of liquors upon any prop- 
erty owned by the United States, and amid cheers and 
laughter said that if the House thought it was right 
to shut off the sale of liquor from soldiers it was right 
to stop the sale of liquor in the Capitol, and that, in 
view of the recent vote, the members ought to do pen- 
ance. 

This section was ruled out on a point of order made 
by Mr. Hull that it was not germane to the Army bill. 

Mr. Williams (Dem., Miss.) asked unanimous consent 
that Mr. Fitzgerald be permitted to offer the section. 

Mr. Shattuc, of Ohio, solemnly: “I object.” 
(Laughter.) 

In the bill as reported to the House by the Military 
Committee on Wednesday, sections one, two, three, four 
and five are the War Department bill as published by us 
last week on page 318. Section 6 is amended so as 
to substitute an ‘Inspector of Artillery” with the rank 
of colonel on the staff of the general officer commanding 
the Army in place of the chief of artillery with the rank 
of brigadier general as provided in the Root bill. ‘The 
following proviso in the bill is stricken out: 


And provided, That whenever a colonel serving as 
of artitlery shall be retired by reason of age, ,t 4 a 
disease incident to the service, or by reason of length of 
service, he shall have the retired pay and allowances of 
brigadier general. 


Third class gunners are stricken from the final proviso 
in this section, which now reads as follows: “And 
provided, That first-class gunners shall receive $2 a 
month, and second-class gunners $1 per month, in ad- 
dition to their pay.” 


Sections seven and eight are reported as printed last 
week. The following is added to Section 9: “Provided, 
That the increase of officers of artillery shall be only in 
proportion to the increase of men. 

Sections ten, eleven and twelve are unchanged. The 
next three sections, as reported, read as follows: 


Sec. 13. That the Adjutant General’s Department shal 
consist of one Adjutant General with the Coan Or — 
general during the active service of the present incum- 
bent of the office and with the rank of brigadier general 
thereafter, 5 assistant adjutants general with the rank 
of colonel, 7 assistant adjutants general with the rank of 
lieutenant colonel, and 15 assistant adjutants general with 
the rank of major: Provided, That all vacancies created 
or caused by this section shall, as far as ssibie, be 
filled by promotion according to seniority of officers of the 
Adjutant General's Department. 

Sec. 14. That the Inspector General's Department shall 
consist of 1 Inspector General with the rank of brigadier 
general, 3 inspectors with the rank of colonel, 4 inspec- 
tors with the rank of lieutenant colonel, and 9 inspectors 
with the rank of major: Provided, That all vacancies 
created or caused by this section shall be filled, as far as 
possible, by motion according to seniority of on.vers 
of the Ins or General's Department.

At the end of Section 18 this is added: “Provided 
further, That in emergencies the Surgeon-Generai of 
the Army, with the approval of the Secretary of War, 
may appoint as many contract surgeons as necessary at 
a compensation not to exceed $150 per month. 

Section 19 is amended so as to make the office of the 
Superintendent of the Nurse Corps (female) terminable 
at the discretion of the Secretary of War. 

In Section 20 the proviso at the end is changed to read 


as follows: 

And provided, That persons who have served in the 
Volunteer Army since April 21, 1898, as additional pay- 
masters may be appointed to positions in the grade of 
eaptain created by this section. So long as there remain 
surplus majors, an equal number of Volunteers shall be 
held in the grade of captain, so that the total number 
of paymasters authorized by this section shall not be 
exce at any time. 


The same change is made in the first proviso of Section 
23 relating to the Signal Corps, that is substituting the 
words “since April 21, 1898” for “during the war with 
Spain.” 

Section 24, authorizing the President to select chiefs 
of staff departments from the Army at large and limit- 
ing the appointment to four years, is stricken out alto- 
gether and the following is substituted for it: 


Sec. 24. That the officers of the Record and Pension 
Office of the War Department shall be a chief of said 
office, with the rank of brigadier general, and an assist- 
ant chief of said office, with the rank of major: Provided, 
That any person appointed to the Chief of the Record and 
Pension Office after the passage of this act shall have 
the rank of colonel. 


Section 25 is reported unchanged. 
The sections next succeeding as reported read as fol- 
lows: 
Sec. 26. That whenever there shall occur a vacanc 
which can not be filled by promotion or a pointment a a 
the provisions of preceding sections of this act, in offices 
of the grades of lieutenant colonel and major in the 
Adjutant General’s and Inspector General's Departments;

Section 28 of the Root bill is reported unchanged. 

Section 29 is amended so as to permit volunteer officers 
to be appointed both first and second lieutenants insteag 
of second lieutenants only as in the Root bill and the 
limitation of the age of such appointees to 32 years js 
stricken out. The section now reads as follows:

Sections 30, 31, 32, 33, 34 and 35 of the Root bill are 


reported unchanged. 
From Section 36 the last sentence was stricken out 


and it was reported as follows: 


Sec. 36. That any officer of the Army on the active list 
below the ete of brigadier general who served during 
the Civil ar shall, when retired, be retired with the 
rank and pay of the next higher grade, except such

Sections 37, 38 and 39 of the Root bill were reported 
unchanged. The following sections were added to the 
Root bill, all but the last being subsequently stricken 
out before the bill passed. 


Sec. 40. That no officer or private soldier shall sell! in- 
toxieating drinks of any kind, as a bartender or other- 
wise, in any Army post, or on any Army transport, or in 
any encampment, or fort, or on any ses used for 
military purposes by the United States; s the Secretary 
of War is hereby directed to issue such order as 
may be necessary to carry the provisions of this section 
into full force and effect. 

Sec. 41. That 4he President is hereby authorized to se- 
lect from the retired list of the Army an officer not 
above the rank of brigadier general, who may have dis- 
tinguished himself during the war with Spain, in com- 
mand of a separate Army, and to appoint, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, the officer so se- 
lected to be major-genera!l, United States Army, with the 
pay and allowances established by law for officers of that 
grade on the retired list. 

Sec. 42. That the President is authorized to select from 
the brigadier generals of volunteers two volunteer officers 
without regard to age, and mt them brigadier gen- 
erals, United States Army, the purpose of placing 


them upon the retired list. 
Sec. 43. That nothing in this act shall be held or con- 


strued so as to discharge any officer from the Army or 
to deprive him of the commission which he now holds. 


The following explanation accompanies the bill as re 


ported: 

The house provisions make an increase in the cavalry 
arm of the service of five regiments and of the infantry 
arm of the service of five regiments. ‘The artillery arv 
of the service is organized as a corps, and an increase 
of 10,870 enlisted men authorized, but only 20 per cent. 
of this increase authorized each year for five years to 
provide for the needs of the Government as our seacoast 
defenses are completed. ‘Ihe present authorized strength 
of the Regular Army is 65,000, This bill authorizes 
a maximum strength of 96,766. J 

But the present strength of the Regular Army is in 
creased by the addition of 35,000 men enlisted for ser 
vice terminating June 30, 19V1, and organized into thirty 
additional regiments. ‘The permanent establishment 
under this bill will be 58,924, but owing to artillery pro 
visions, that number will not be reached until the period 
of five years has passed. ‘I'ne permanent strength of the 
Regular Army, exclusive of increase in the artillery, 
is» 48,054 and the Kegular Army establishment under 
the bill, exclusive of the artillery arm, is 40,004. 

As a considerable part of the present ying | force 
is for seacoast defenses, it can readily be seen that the 
infantry and cavalry arms of the service are reduced 
to the lowest point at which an efficient organization 
can be maintained. 

Your committee do not believe the organizations for 
the Armv can be properly criticised, as such organizations 
are made necessary by modern methods and moder 


arms. 

The staff corps are left, so far as organization is cor 
cerned, as now Organized and as they have practically 
existed since 1837. ‘the subject of the staff has been ex 
haustively investigated and discussed by several com 
mittees of the House and Senate since the close of the 
civil war. It has been recommended by some of the 
reports that a detail system be adorted for the lower 
grades of certain of the staff corps, but in no case has 
a committee of either House recommended a retur?

This committee recognized the need for more careft!

The Committee submits statements concerni the 
staff system given before the committees of the House 
in previous years by Generals W. T.. Sherman, P, H. 
Sheridan, Geo. B. McClellan, Geo. G. Meade, W. 8. 
Hancock and John M. Schofield. All of these general 
ofticers strongly a ve of our staff system as it was 
during the Civil War and has continued since. Con- 
tinuing, the Committee says: ‘‘The hearings before this 
Committee recently published, confirmed the Committee 
in the opinion that so radical a measure as the entire 
change of our staff system would be fraught with 
great danger. .The result of our deliberations is a 
compromise by which we recommend ¢ in the lower 
grades and permanent rank in the higher grades. The 
Engineer, Ordnance, and Medical Corps are left as at 
present, as each must represent specia) training and ex- 
pert knowledge. . 

“The Committee took the estimates as to number and 
rank in each staff corps as submitted by the Secretary 
of War. It is a question going to administration only. 
He has investigated the question fully, and with the 
urgent need for immediate action we did not feel that 
we could take the time for hearings. The result of the 
bill, so far as officers are concerned, if it become a law, 
is as follows:

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 


The annual report of the Secretary of War is, like 
ell such reports, chiefly composed of a summary of the 
year’s work of the Army as presented in the various 
official reports heretofore summarized in our columns. 
Coming to matters of more immediate interest we find 
him speaking with force and effect upon the subjects 
of military education and Army reorganization as fol- 
lows: 

The additions to the number of students at West 
Point authorized by Congress at its last session were 
made in time to permit the new cadets to become mem- 
bers of the present fourth class. I have no doubt that 
the result will demonstrate the wisdom of this action 
by Congress. The addition to the officers of the Regular 
Army by the appointment of second lieutenants during 
the past year have been as follows: Graduates of West 
Point, 54; appointments upon examination of enlisted 
men, 65; appointments from civil life, 34. 

The appointees from civil life require to be educated 
in the special duties of the officer after their appoint- 
ment. The greater part of this education is received 
by the West Point graduate before his appointment. 
Both classes of appointments are from civil life. The 
difference is between an appointment as a cadet at West 
Point and a commission after a course of education, on 
the one hand, and a commission before the officer’s edu- 
cation, on the other hand. I have no doubt that the 
method of educating the officer before he is commis- 
sioned is the more effective and economical. It is more 
effective because the cadets are instructed at an age 
when their character and habits are forming, and are 
subjected to methodical training and discipline, which 
are impracticable in the case of a commuss.oned officer, 
and it is more economical because the pay of a cadet is 
but $540, while the pay of a second lieutenant is $1,400 
and the allowances. I know of no institution in the 
country where influences over young men tend more 
strongly to make them good and patriotic citizens than 
those of the Military Acadenty. 

The Government has a oe | large and valuable educa- 
tional plant at West Point. It represents an expenditure 
in the neighborhood of $3,000,000, and a comparatively 
small addition to current expense wul greatly increase 
the returns which the country receives from its invest- 
ment. I ask s al attention to the report of the super- 
ntendent of the academy regarding renewals and ex- 
‘nsions of some buildin which, constructed many 
ars ago, are no longer adapted or adequate to present 
quirements. The very successful and satisfactory 
anagement of the institution by the present superin- 
endent, Col. A. L. Mills, should give great weight to 
s recommendations. 

_I wish to renew my recommendation that the present 
imitation upon the character of the examination of 
ndidates for admission to the Academy should be re- 
oved, and that subject be left to regulations to be es- 
blished by the Secretary of War. 

I am satisfied that it would be much fairer to the boys, 
who receive appointments from all parts of the country, 
to give them a fair examination on the things which 
they have been studying than it is to ignore the work 
they have been doing at home and give them so severe 
fn examination on the present subjects as to require 
Special preparation. 

Provision has been made for re-opening the artillery 
school at Fort Monroe and for refitting and improvin 
the accommodations for the infantry and cavalry echoul 
at Fort Leavenworth. A board of officers has been 
engaged in working out the details of the War College,

for which Congress-made a tion at 
the last session, and several officers a the Naval 
War College at Newport during the past summer. The 
sadly under-officered condition of the Army at present, 
however, makes it pocteay impossible to proceed with 
the active work of any of institutions because no 
otticers can be spared either to teaca or to learn. It is 
much to be desired that this condition soon come to 


an end, and that military education in the service

report. 

a ARMY REORGANIZATION. 

Under the existing provisions of the act of March 2, 
1899, on the 30th of June next the present volunteer 
force will be discharged and the Reguiar Army will be 
reduced to 2,447 officers and 29,025 enlisted men. 

This force is about one-third as t in rtion 
to the population of the country as it was rty years 
ago. As our country has grown in wealth and variety of 
interests, and as more intimate contact with the other 
nations of the earth has resulted from the natural ex- 
tension of our trade, there has been an increase in the 
duties required from the ar establishment fully 
Sn to our increase in ulation. 

he function of the Regular Army in our country is 
to man the sea-coast fortifications, which protect our 
harbors and great cities against bostile attack; to garri- 
son the military posts along our frontiers and at such 
strategic points as Congress determines to be suitable; 
to be always ey to fight for the country in any sud- 
den emergency which may come upon us before there 
is time to raise a volunteer force and during the time 
while such a force is being raised; to constantly study. 
experiment upon, and exercise in all the improvements in 
military science, both in arms, ammunition, equipment, 
supplies, sanitation, transportation, drill and tac ; to 
furnish a nucleus of officers and men thoroughly famil- 
iar with the business for the strengthening and more 
ready instruction of a Volunteer Army whenever that 
shall become necessary. 

In all these respects the increase of requirements from 
the Regular Army, keeping pace with the growth of 
the country, has been as inevitable as the requirement 
of a larger police force for a larger city, or of more 
hands to care for a greater factory and operate more 
complicated machinery. - 

In 1818, under cic impulse given by the well-timed 
letter of Samuel J. Tilden, a board of otlicers, convened 
during President Cleveland’s first Administration, under 
the direction of Secretary Endicott, adopted a compre- 
hensive scheme of coast-defense fortification, which in- 
volved the expenditure of something over $100,000,000. 
That plan received the approval of Congress, and under 
that and all succeeding Administrations regular appro- 

riations have been made, and the work of fortification 

as steadily progressed. 

We have now invested nearly ,000,000 in a great 
number of forts and guns, with all the complicated and 
scientific engineering and electrical machinery necessary 
for their use. No one can use this defensive machinery 
or take proper care of it and keep it in order without 
being instructed and trained in its uses. For this pur- 
pose it is necessary to have an adequate force of artillery 
officers and men who make the handling of such machin- 
ery their business. ‘This is practically a new require- 
ment for the Army. It did not exist to any considerable 
extent prior to the building of the new fortifications. 

he number of men necessary to perform this duty is 
capable of exact computation, and the number required 
according to the men most familiar with the business 
is, at a minimum allowance, 18,420. 

I annex as Appendix K a schedule of sixty-three 
military posts in the United States other than the coast- 
defense fortifications. The number of these posts has 
been steadily increased by acts of Congress passed at 
practically every session for many yea and it is safe 
to say always passed upon the earnest solicitation of the 
people of the region in which the posts are located. 

ore than $22,000,000 have been expended in the 
building and equipment of these ts, and the Regular 
Army is required to garrison and care for them. The 
posts now in existence or required to be built provide 
accommodations for, and if fully garrisoned require, 
over 26,000 troops. 

A large proportion of these posts are situated along 
our frontier or at strategic points, the tion of 
which is desirable. The increase in their number, how- 
ever, has not been the result of any administrative 
policy or of any suggestion from the War Department or 
the Army. It has been brought about by popular de- 
mands finding effect in the action of Congress. 

Notwithstanding the gratifying progress which the 
people of Cuba are making toward the establishment of 
a stable government, it is not reasonable to expect that 
the convention now in session will conclude its labors 
that the relations between that country and the Unit 
States will be agreed upon, and that the government to 
be provided for ; the new constitution will have been 
elected and installed and firmly established for a con- 
siderable period. In the meantime our troops in that 
island can not be withdrawn without interfering with 
that sense of security -which is so necessary to the in- 
dustry and prosperity of the island. So long as our 
troops are to remain, it does not now seem —— 
to materially reduce the present number of about 6,000. 

The number of troops in Porto Rico to man the forti- 
fications and constitute a reserve, furnishing moral sup- 

rt avd confidence while the people of the island are 
earning to do their own police work and establishing 
their own militia, has been practically reduced to a 
minimum at its present figure of 1,636, which includes 
the 879 native troops. 

WHAT IS NEEDED FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


In the Philippine Islands the restoration of order will 
necessarily be a work of time. The mountains of those 
islands have always been infested by bandits, who have 
committed depredations and levied blackmail upon the 
mee we inhabitants, and for the repression of whom the 

paniards do not appear to have ever taken any very 
active measures. 

The practical inclusion of these bands among the in- 
surgent forces, enabling them to rob and murder under 
color of patriotism, has greatly increased their numbers, 
as the disturbed conditions of the past two years and a 
half have increased their opportunities. However com- 
pletely the leaders and the rank and file of the real 
nsurgents may come in and acknowledge the sovereagnty 
of the United States, it is certain that great numbers of 
men who prefer to live by robbery rather than by labor 
will continue to call themselves guerrillas, and will re- 
quire a considerable Army for their su jon, an 
for the protection of the peaceful inhabitants in the 
meantime. 

Much thonght has been given, both by the War De- 
partment and by the commanding officers in the Philip- 
pines, to the question of organizing native troops for 
the performance of this duty. I have no doubt that this 
is practicable. The experiments which we have already 
made demonstrate its practicability, We have already 
organized several different bodies of native scouts under

The military requirements of the Whilippines may ac- 
preg! be sunimmed up as follows: e need there 
for the immediate future about 60,000 men. We may 
expect this number to be progressively decreased; first, 
by the gradual disappeurance of rea! insurrection, of 
pression of robber bands, and restoration of order; 
second, by the substitution of native troops for the 
greater part of them, costing not more than f as 
much as American troops for their support, and not 
involving such an enormous transport service as we now 
maintain. The great wealth and rapidly increasing 
revenues of the island make it evident that at no dis- 
tant day the islands themselves will be able to pay 
whatever they justly should for the support of their own 
police protection, 


THE PERMANENT FORCE REQUIRED. 


The facts which I have now stated indicate that we 
require permanently an Army of about American 
troops, and that during the present conditions in Cuba 
and the Philippines about the present number of 100,- 
000 are required. Provision should be made for a mini- 
mum force of 60,000, and with an authorized maximum 
of 100,000, and with authority to substitute for Ameri- 
can troops serving in the islands ceded by Spain, as that 
shal] become practicable, native troops under the com- 
mand of American officers. 

In the organization of such an Army as Congress may 
authorize, it is plainly desirable to keep in mind the 
relation which the different branches of the Regular 
Army will bear to the entire body of troops, in case of 
war, which will be composed chiefly of volunteers. 
Much as we desire peace, and strenuously as we 
always endeavor to preserve it, we cannot, of course, 
expect to be free from war in the future any more than 
we have been in the past The armaments of other 
powers are so great that almost any conflict in which 
we may be so unfortunate as to become involved - will 
require a very much larger force than any standing army 
which we are willing to maintain. 

For such a conflict the country relies, and justly re- 
lies, for its main strength upon the volunteers who will 
always be available for its defense. We should arrange 
our Regular Army so that it shall be the strongest 
where volunteer forces are the weakest, so that the 
combined army of reguiars and volunteers may be sym- 
metrical, well-balanced, and properly distributed aires | 
the different branches of the Service and properly trai 
and disciplined for every kind of military operation. 

Wars, of course, always come unexpectedly, and 
modern wars proceed with great rapidity from very 
outset. 

Those elements of war, therefore, which require the 
longest time for preparation should receive special at- 
tention in the formation of a Regular Army, and those 
which can most speedily be made ready should be sup- 
plied by the volunteer. These considerations lead to the 
conclusion that the Regular Army should be made par- 
ticularly strong in its engi force and material; 
in its artillery, which can not ly be improvised and 
which cannot be handled by untrained men, and in its 
cavalry, which requires far greater time for selection, 
equipment, and training than does intaatry.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The new buildings at Annapolis are progressing as 
rapidly as the material can be — and it 1s safe 
to say that before-another winter the plans of the archi- 
tect will begin to —— on the lines which have been 
approved by the Navy Department. The new armory 
will be one of the notable buildings in the country for 
the nobility of its design and the admirable propor- 
tions between its various parts. 

Reports which have been received by the Navy Depart- 
ment from officers on duty with the Asiatic uadron 
convey glowing accounts of the ability with which the 
Japanese naval officers have “caught on” to their new 
duties in connection with the efficient Navy which their 
Government has acquired within the last few years. 

The action of the Board on Naval Construction in 
providing that the sheathed ships to be built shall be 
coppered at a Navy Yard excites considerable criticism 
among the shipbuilding firms of the country, and it 1s 
likely some effort will be made before Congress to uave 
the action of the board annulled. It is contended by 
those in a position to know that this plan will augment 
the cost of the ships by a considerauwie percentage, and, 
so far as can be seen, without any corresponding ad- 
vantage. 

Plans for the complete repair of several of tlie older 
residences in the Norfolk a Yard have been under 
consideration in the office of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks for some time past, and it is understood to be the 
ntention of Admiral Endicott to recommend prompt ac- 
tion in the matter for the better protection of Govern- 
ment interests in this direction. Some of the newer 
houses at this station have been designed with much at- 
tention to comfort as well as appearance, but among the 
lder dwellings the contrary is the rule. 

The huge fresh water reservoirs at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard have undergone their biennial cleaning out, 
with the usual accompaniment of considerable malaria 
in the yard as a direct consequence of bringing to light 
a large amount of mud which has slowiy drifted into 
these tanks from the roofs and other sources in the yard. 
The attempt to find water by artesian boring has been 
given up as a failure, and the water supply is made up 
from the reservoir system and considerable water from 
the Vallejo water system. ; 

Mr. Eugene T. Chamberlain, Commissioner of Naviga- 
tion, in his annual report makes an elaborate argument 
for the passage of a Shipping Subsidy law. He calcu- 
lates that in five years this country would be carrying 
one-third of its own commerce on the seas. He thinks 
that in the first year of the operation of such a law the 
cost would be $4,500,000 and that the maximum annual 
cost of $9,000,000 would probably be reached in 1905, 
after which there would be a decrease in the sum to be 
paid out. It is shown that a ship costing $275,000 in the 
United States may be built in Great Britain for $214,- 
000, and that the monthly wages on the American ves- 
se] are as $1,200 to $900 on the British ship. 

According to the “‘Moniteur de la Flotte” the naval 
court acquitted Lieutenant Morillon who was in com- 
mand of the Bouet-Nillaumez which was lost recently 
in a fog on the Brittany coast. The witnesses testified 
to the coolness of the officer who was the last to leave 
the boat. 

It is understood that in the case of the new battle- 
hip soon to be contracted for, the number of payments 
will be divided into thirty equal parts for the con- 
venience of the smaller firms who have submitted bids 
for the construction of hulls and engines. Considerable 
pressure has been brought to bear upon the Secretary 
for an inerease even beyond the number set, but thus 
far without success. Some of the anxious bidders 
would like to have the payments made in forty equal 


parts, 

In view of the extensive overhauling r uired by the 
machinery and scientific apparatus of the Fish Commis- 
-ion ship Adbatross, the Department has concluded to 
delay the departure of this vessel from San Francisco 
for her long voyage to the south seas until some time 
early in the spring. In the meantime the officers and 
men of the ship will be engaged in the necessary prepar- 
tions needed for the long and arduous task before them. 

The first of the new 40-caliber, 12-inch guns of the 
type to be used on the monitors, the Maine and her class, 
und on subsequent battleships, has, with its mount, been 
completed and tested at the Naval oe Ground at 
Indian Head, about twenty rounds having thus far been 
fred. With a charge of 360 pounds of smokeless powder 
ond a projectile weighing 850 pounds a muzzle velocity 
of 2,854 foot-seconds was obtained, with a corresponding 
‘iugzle energy of 47,994 foot-tons, the chamber pressure 
i cing 16 1-2 tons per square inch, the gun being desi 
for a working pressure of 17 tons. The gun, its mechan- 

m and mount functioned admirably in every respect. 
The weight of the new gun is 53.7 tons, and it has a 
iiuzzle energy of 893 foot-tons per ton of gun. The 12- 

ch guns now in service weigh 45.2 tons, and have a 
uzzle velocity of 2,300 foot-seconds, with a correspond- 
gz muzzle energy of 31,170 foot-tons, equal to 689 foot- 
tons per ton of gun. From the above it will be seen that 
he muzzle energy of the new 12-inch gun exceeds that 
‘ the old by per cent. These results are highly 
satisfactory, and are believed to exceed to a considerable 
degree those obtained from any gun of like caliber. The 
energy developed by the new gun is equivalent to that

Aocermng to the last advices from Commander Bel- 
knap, U. 8S. N., in command of the U. 8. T. 8S. Dixie, 
that vessel is having an exceptionally pleasant cruise 
along the southern coasts of the Mediterranean Sea, 
her last port having been the ancient harbor of Bizerta, 
the seaport of Tunis. The next point or interest to be 
visited by this vessel was to be Corfu, en route for a 
cruise among the Ionian Islancs. ‘the health of the 
ship was reported as continuing to be excellent. 

Cramps’ shipyard at Philadelphia, Pa., is at present 
bustling with work, which keeps some 7,000 nien em- 
poset week in and week out. mong other contracts in 

and are extensive repairs to the engines of the Ameri- 
can liner St. Paul, besides work on two new vessels 
for the same line. Two-la steamers are also under 
construction for the New York and Cuba Mail Line, and 
two more for the Clyde Line. The Russian cruiser 
Variag is roreiving her final toucaes, and work on the 
battleship Maine progressing. 

The arrival of the Albany on the Asiatic Station 
places at the disposal of the Commander-in-Chief a sec- 
ond vessel capable of maintaining her efficiency at sea 
for an indefinite period, the Albany being one of the 
fortunate few of those ships in our Nayy provided with 
a sheathed wetted surface. The New Orleans and the 
Albany form the nucleus of a really modern tieet of 
sheathed vessels under the Stars and Stripes, and it 
is not putting it too strongly to assert that these two 
ships are as valuable for the patrol service as any three 
of the unsheathed vessels with naked bottoms. 

The French torpedo boat Audacieux, which has gone 
to l’Orient for her trials, is the smallest ironclad in the 
world; she carries an armor belt over her machinery an 
inch or so in thickness, proof probably against anything 
smaller than a 6-pound projectile. 


The British Channel Fleet has gone to Gibraltar, but 
is due back at its home ports in the middle of December. 
They will probably remain in England for some fairly 
considerable period, as little refitting has been done since 
last June. 

An unusual amount of interest is being displayed in 
the bids to be opened next month for the construction 
of the new battleships authorized - the last Congress, 
and it is quite likely that several surprises may be 
sprung in the matter of bidders and bids. It is regarded 
as certain that the “experimental yards” will not get 
any of these big contracts, the Secretary having become 
satisfied that the real dependence for the larger ships 
of the fleet must be upon cppcoved builders, whose work 
speaks for them and not their prospectus. The foster 
ing system for ship and engine construction is satis- 
factory enough where the smaller craft are involved, 
but the actual bulwarks of the nation must be the pro- 
duct of shops already proven to possess the machinery 
and workmen to carry forward the affair to a foregone 
conclusion of success within the reasonable limits of 
time set in the contract. 

The naval board which has been conducting tests of 
processes for fire proofing wood rt that they have 
obtained much valuable information and recommend 
that the tests be continued to determine to what extent 
the fire proofing process should be used. 

Mr. A. H. Emery estimates that the Government will 
save $860,276 on the new price of armor plate. The 
prices to be paid if the Harve tents are sustained 
are: Class A—24,950 tons at fabs.

REPORT ON THE WISCONSIN. 


The board of naval officers appointed for the purpose 
of conducting the trial of the battleship Wisconsin has 
submitted to the Navy Department its report. The board 
consisted of the following members: Rear Admiral) Al- 
bert Kautz, Capt. Philip .H.« Cooper, Oapt. Louis J. 
Allen, Comdr. Franklin J. Drake, Lieut. Comdr, Alex- 
ander McCrackin and Naval QGonstructor Frank W. 
Hibbs. Although the official trial of the vessel occurred 
on the llth of October the report bears the date of 


Nov. 12. 

The preliminary trial of the Wisconsin took place in 
Santa Barbara Channel on Oct. 11; the course extended 
from the eastern end at a point about 3.7 nautical miles 
to the westward of Santa Barbara Light to a point in 
the vicinity of Point Conception; a distanee of about 
32.0005 nautical miles, which distance was taken as a 
basis in the computation of speed. As observed by the 
transits the average speed of the Wisconsin was. 17.158 
knots per hour, made up of two runs over the measured 
course of 32.0005 miles. The first run was from east- 
ward to westward at the speed of 17.906 knots and the 
second from westward to eastward at the speed of 16.410 
knots. The speed having been corrected by the appli- 
cation of the resultant of tidal and current observations 
becomes 17.174 knots, which the board reports is the 
actual or corrected speed of. the Wisconsin. Before 
proceeding on her trial the vessel was brought to a 
mean draught such that her average during the trial 
should be 23 feet 6 inches, as required by the contract. 
In accordance with the provisions of the board the 
steam was not even partially shut off while the vessel 
was off the trial course. : 

The board reports that as required by the tenth 
clause of the contract the Wisconsin was under steam 
at full speed for four consecutive hours; the time for 
steaming having been counted from Santa Barbara 
Light-and-Windmill range, and the vessel being then 
under full speed and approaching the eastern range of 
the course. The total time for steaming under full 
speed, therefore, was as follows: ‘Time before runs, 0 
hours, 13 minutes, 37.0 seconds; time of runs, 3 bh 
44 minutes, 16.2 seconds; time of turning, 0 hours, 
minutes, 48.1 seconds; total, 4 hours, 10 minutes, 41.8 
seconds. 

Immediately after leaving the trial course the steering 
gear was tested in all its parts, with the engines under 
full speed, natural draught, and the ship was maneuvered 
under the helm. The results of this test were satisfac- 
tory as well as of the test of the hydraulic steering 
gear. The anchor windlass was found satisfactory for 
all conditions of service. The total weight of the ma- 
chinery was found to exceed the contract weight (1,130) 
by 93.52 tons. 

The findings of the board are as follows: The Wis- 
consin is sufficiently strong to carry her armor and 
armament, equipment, coal, stores and machinery. The 
vessel, including hull, fittings and. machinery, engines, 
boilers, appurtenances and equipment; and the fittings, 

xing, placing and securing of the armor and all other 
work required under the contract, is found to be strong 
and: well built and well performed, and in strict ¢on- 
formity with the contract. 

The Wisconsin was found to be remarkably free from 
all vibrations for all ordinary speeds at full speed. It 
is remarked that her nautical qualities were not thor- 
oughly developed during the trial, as there was no 
heavy weather encountered; but it was observed that 
although her rolling motions were somewhat stiff and 
her period comparatively short, yet all her motions 
were very easy, particularly the pitching, and there was 
but a small amount of motion of any kind. “In these 
respects,” the report says, “the vessel will be an excel- 
lent gun platform.” The vessel handles remarkably 
well at all times with her helm. She answers quickly 
and powerfully, turns in a noticeably short space and 
holds a straight course with a minimum of attention 
to the helm. The report calls particular attention to 
the performance of the ship on the return trip from 
Santa Barbara, when she steamed (most of the time 
at her trial displacement) against wind and sea at a

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ANNAPOLIS VS. WEST POINT. 


The team of the United States Naval Academy proved 
the victors in the football game with the Military 
Academy team, played at Franklin Field, Philadelphia, 
on Dec. 1. The final score of 11 to 7 shows how close 
and exciting was the play. The game was witnessed 
by a crowd of Army and Navy officers and their friends, 
which was only limited by the size of the stands. The 
University of Pennsylvania acted as host to the twenty- 
two thousand guests of the occasion, and deserves the 
thanks of all present for its courtesy and the admirable 
handling of the crowd. The cadets from West Point 
and from Annapolis sat in the center sections of the 
side stands, facing each other across the gridiron. Their 
training proved itself in the volume and unanimity of the 
cheering on each side, led by cadet officers in front of 
the stands. Every one present helped on the general 
volume of noise, kept in constant activity by the close 
and exciting play.

In the opinion of football experts the teams were about 
equally matched in point of attack and defence, though 
the Annapolis rush line was the weaker when it came 
to affording protection for drop kicks and punts. But 
the team work of the Annapolis eleven which had been 
coached by Trenchard, Poe, Hildebrand and Cochran, 
= former Princeton men, was of a high order of excel- 
ence. 

The Navy team also appeared to be in better training 
and somewhat better condition, only one man giving 
place to a substitute, whereas the West Point had six 
substitutes on the field before the game was over. For 
West Point the tackles, Buncker and Farnsworth, did 
excellent work, and the playing of the captain of the 
Army team, W. D. Smith, was a fine exhibition of end 
rush tactics. The longest run of the game was made 
by Phipps, of West Point, a former Yale player, who 
ran thirty yards and would have made a touchdown but 
for a great tackle by C. E. Smith. 

Of the Annapolis team special honors go to Land, 
Long, Fowler, Read, Williams, Belknap and Nichols. 

At two o’clock the game began, and the Navy winning 
the toss selected the north gon] and a favoring breeze. 
Belknap kicked off for West Point, with a drive which 
was caught by C. E. Smith. He was tackled by Boyer 
and Grepeet the ball, which was captured by the Army 
team. The Navy recovered the ball on downs. Belknap 
punted and Phillips was downed as he caught the ball, 
by Read and Nichols. Bunker made three yards but 
the ball was lost to the Navy on a fumble, at the center 
of the field. Land for Annapolis made 18 yards by a 
dash around left end. On the third down Belknap was 
compelled to punt, and the ball rolled clear across the 
goal line for a touchback.

Belknap punted to Lahm, who 
was downed on the Army’s 25-yard line. After small 
gains by Casad and Bunker, Phillips lost the ball on a 
fumble while trying a kick, and it fell to the Navy 1S 
yards from the goal line. The Navy for the third time 
tried for a gel with a punt by Long. Farnsworth 
umped high, blocked the kick and fell on the ball at the

Ikapid play by West Point followed, Clark making a 
20-yard run and Bunker taking the ball against the 
center to the 21-yard tine.

Zell took the place of Burnett at the Army’s 
right end. . 

After another series of kicks Nichols and Land took 
the ball four yards for Annapolis, and Belknap kicked 
out of bounds at the 15-yard line. Phillips kicked back, 
and by a series of rushes the Annapolis backs and 
tackles drove the ball from the 50-yard back to the 35- 
yard line, where West Point secured the ball on downs. 
A punt by Phillips was returned by Belknap. Phillips 
and Lahm fumbled the ball, and Land secured jt for 
the Navy on the 11-yard line. Long tried for a goal 
from the field—from the 18-yard line—but the kicx was 
blocked by Boyers.

CONSOLIDATION OF BUREAUS. 
Baltimore, Md., Nov. 19, 1900. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

I notice considerable discussion in the papers on the 
recommendation of the Secretary for the consolidation 
of the bureaus, and the opposition of the head of the 
Steam Bureau. He says it will destroy the Navy. Why, 
sir, that bureau was at one time attached to the Burcau 
of Construction. Since that time several Naval Con- 
structors have graduated as Engineers, and can go tv a 
drawing board and lay down a ship, engine, boilers and 
everything complete, and superintend the building of 
them. In most, if not all, of the shipbuilding yards of 
the country they have a naval architect or manager 
who desigus the ships completely. The head of the Steam 
Bureau is chiefly responsible for the Lay > of the 
Personnel bill. See pages 144-5, Keport No. 1,375 
House Naval Committee, 55th Congress, 2d Session, in 
which he says: “I am unquailili y in favor of this 
bill, and I am here as a champion of this bill.” The com- 
plaint that the Bureau of Navigation has not carried 
out the law does not seem to be well founded, for 
when the bill passed the former engineers became line 
officers, and as the Navigation Bureau controls the mcre- 
ments of the ships and personnel, they were detailed 
as all other line officers were. The consolidation will 
come and work better than the Personnel bill, which 
has resulted in the destruction of the old Engineer Corps.

MILITARY MANAGEMENT IN THE PHILIP- 
PINES. 

Accompanying the report of Major General Mac- 
Arthur, published in our issue of Nov. 10, and those by 
the heads of his staff departments, are the reports of 
Major Gens. Loyd Wheaton, Commanding D. of N. 
Luzon, and John C. Bates, Commanding D. of S. Luzon; 
Brig. Gens. R. P. Hughes, Commanding D. of the Vis- 
ayas, and William A. Kobbe, Commanding D. of Min- 
danao and Jolo. 

The report of General Wheaton is very brief, and is 
accompanied by a memorandum of 162 minor affairs and 
combats. Other subsidiary reports exhibit the labor 
accomplished, which includes the building or repairing 
of more than 1,000 miles of wagon road and trails for 
pack trains. The telegraph lines exceed 1,500 miles, und 
the business of the department reauires 4,000 messages 
daily. The casualties in the department during Avril. 
May, June and July were 36 killed, 63 wounded, 12 
captured.

General Bates gives a similar synopsis of the work in 
his department but no statement of casualties. He 
praises the celerity with which the telegraph lines were 
re-established, and states that about 70, official nes- 
sages were sent and received per mouth. Civil govern- 
ment has been established throughout the department 
so far as practicable. Officials have been obtained who 
are friendly, at least in the opinion of the commanding 
officer. The fear of injury from the hostiles makes it 
difficult to get good men, General Bates thinks that it 
is impossible to reduce the number of the troops, We 
are under moral obligations to protect our friends and 
to punish the hostile minority. The absence of troops 
means anarchy. 

The lack of a clerical force throws upon officers in an 
insalubrious and enervating climate an amount of re- 
sponsibility and labor to which they are not subjected 
in the States. The highest appreciation is expressed of 
the courage, energy, cheerfulness and soldierly qualities 
generally that have, almost without exception, cbhar- 
acteri the officers and men of the command, under 
trying conditions of service and climate. 

t is recommended that officers ordered home be al- 
lowed to choose between the Pacific and the Suez route, 
receiving the same allowance in either case. 

General Hughes reports a loss for the year of 40 killed, 
3 drowned and 72 wounded. The enemy had 801 killed, 
38 wounded and 100 captured—eight to one. An account 
is given of the various affairs in which these casualties 
occurred.

MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


The killing on the Island of Panay of Lieut. Max 
Wagner, 26th Vol. Inf., is thus described in the Manila 
press: In the afternoon of Sunday, Sept. 30, Lieutenant 
Wagner, who was bound for Lioilo on sick leave, set out 
from the town of Pavia, eight miles from Lloilo towards 
Santa Burbara, five miles distant, with an armed escort, 
-under command of the Lieutenant stationed at Pavia 
While en route, Lieutenant Wagner, accompanied only 
by his orderly, rode considerably in advance of the es- 
cort, and ran directly into an insurgent ambush, being 
fired on from both sides of the road. Immediately there 
sprang out into the road four insurgent horsemen and 
some 150 insurgents armed with rifles. Lieutenant 
Wagner fell at the first volley, but his horse turned pad 
started back for Pavia at top speed and escaped. W 
the detachment which had acted as escort came up to 
the spot where the ambuscade bad taken place, uo trace 
of the wounded officer could be found, but two days later 
his dead body was recovered some distance from the

A bill to provide for.a reorganization of the Army in 
accordance vith these views has been nb ce and sub- 
mitted to the military committees of Congress. 

It is to be hoped that the people and taeir representa- 
tives will realize that the surest safeguard against war is 
reasonable preperation for the use of the great powers 
of which this nation is pos , and that w le the 
maintenance of any army is expensive, the euppost of 
such an establishment as I have descri will involve 
but a moderate payment for insurance against the loss 
which we are sure to suffer if we leave ourselves im- 
potent for defense, 

RETIRED OFFICERS. 

The retired list of. the Army is now constituted as 
follows: Number retired upon age limit, 64 years, 180; 
number retired, 62 years, 11; length of service, 133; 
number retired under special acts, 7; disability on ac- 
count of wounds,. 22; disability on account of disease, 
413; total, 766. 

I recommend that as to this last class there be further 
legislation to cure the evil which now exists because of 
the fact that retirement under the provisions of the 
present law is irrevocable. It not infrequently happens 
that officers are retired for disability arising from dis- 
eases and subsequently entirely recover, and in some 
eases they continue for many years in the possession 


of full health, engaging in ordinary avocations of life, in . 


business and the professions, and at the same time re- 
ceive a handsome income from the Government without 
rendering any return for it. . 

I recommend that in the case of officers retired for dis- 
ability arising from disease alone, authority be given 
for a re-examination at such time as the Secretary of 
War may direct, and that in case upon such re-exam- 
ination the retired officer be found fit for duty, the 
President be authorized, in his discretion, either to 
restore him to duty with the rank which he held at the 
time of retirement or to wholly retire him from service.

1,269,546.58 was taken from the special war fund of 

50,000,000, and there was left of that fund June 380, 
1900, $1,776,676.99. Of the estimates of the military 
establishment for the year 1901-2 $33,906,146.71 is for 
pay, $9,561,704.50 for subsistence, $10,400,000 for quar- 
termaster’s department, $3,000,( for barracks and 
quarters, $39,914,707 for army transportation, $8,300,- 
0UO for clothing, etc., $2,176,800 for surgeon general’s 
department, $3,270,000 for odnance, arms, etc. The 
total for public works is divided between $33,881,317.86 
for river and harbor improvements, and $17,290,198.50 
for arsenals, batteries, torpedoes, sites, fortifications 
and their armament, military posts, national military 
parks. The estimates for the Army are based upon a 
force of 100,000 men. 

A page of the part of the report dealing with the mili- 
tary operations in the Philippines is devoted to the death 
of Major Gen. Henry W. Lawton, of whom Mr. Root 
says: “In the course of this movement (the advance on

The Secretary then does the gallant soldier the 
honor of reproducing in full the order of the War De- 
partment of Dec, 21, 1899, announcing to the Army the 
death of General Lawton. 

The various movements and expeditions in the Philip- 
pines— those of General Bates, General Wheaton, Gen- 
eral Schwann, General Kobbe, General Bell,—which 
have been set forth in the Army and Navy Journal in 
reviews of the official reports dealing with them, are 
briefly touched on by Secretary Root, who refers to the 
full description of them in the report of Major Gen. BE. 
8. Otis. The maintenance of garrisons in the Philip® 
pines is rendered necessary since, according to Mr. Root, 
“the Tagalogs in rebellion have deliberately adopted the 
policy of murdering all their countrymen who are friend- 
ly to the United States.” The reduction of posts in the 
Philippines can best be brought about in the Secretary’s 
opinion by the construction of roads. 

Secretary Root says that so general had become the 
belief that the Envoys to Pekin were murdered and that 
the Army’s work was to be one of vengeance and not 
of rescue that “in the performance of that duty,” says 
the report, “time and rapidity of movement were not 
especially important. Minister Conger’s brief despatch 
of July 20, closing with the words, “Quick relief only 
can prevent general massacre,” was the first communi- 
cation, says the report, received by any Western power 
from its representative in Pekin, and though received in 
Europe with incredulity became the basis of urgent 
pressure for immediate relief. Secretary Root follows 
the movements of our forces on the road to Pekin giving 
nothing that has not already been published. Of our 
casualties he says: “The loss of Capt. Henry J. Reilly, 
of the 5th Art., is much.to be deplored. He had enlistea 
as a private at the age of nineteen, haa risen from the 
ranks, and had become a most efficient officer, with an 
enviable record of faithful attention to duty throughout 
his carrer and of gallant and effective service in Cuba 
and the Philippines.” 

Referring to the splendid work of the 9th Inf. at 
Tien-Tsin, Secretary Root says: “Among its killed was 
the gallant Colonel Liseum, who thus ended an honor- 
able service of nearly forty years, commencing in the 
ranks of the First Vermont Inf. at the outbreak of the 

Jivil War, and distinguished by unvarying courage, 
fidelity and high character.” Feeling evidently his in- 
ability at this remove to do justice to the performance 
of the 9th, Mr. Root quotes in full the tribute of the 
British General Dorward to the American soldiers.

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BRIGADE ARMORY MANEUVERS. 


It is doubtful if there was ever a more elaborate or 
successful programme of armory evolutions than those 
which were held jointly in the armory of the 13th regi- 
ment, N. G. N. Y., on the evening of Dec. 1 by the 13th 
and 22d regiments, which assembled as a brigade, ag- 
gregating some 1,000 officers and men. 

The evolutions had been planned previously by Colonel 
Austen, and all the details were carried out in masterly 
style and practically without a hitch. In fact, had the 
movements been rehearsed previously they could hardly 
have been executed more smoothly. The evolutions of 
the evening began with the formation of the 13th Regi- 
ment. This was very quickly and effectively executed 
Fl each company marching from its parade ground 
direct to the place of assembly of its battalion, and 
without any countermarching or marking time or delay 
usually seen in formations in other commands.

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THE LINE OFFICER AND THE ENGINEER. 


Assuming, as it does, that the experiment of absorbing 
the engineering branch of our naval Service into the line 
has been a failure, the London “Engineer” has been 
studying into the reason why, and announces its con- 
clusion in its number of Nov. 16. It says: 

“The executive, or line officer, has all along, even in sv 
democratic a country as the United States, enjoyed a 
very high social position. His wife and his daughters 
are people of some importance everywhere. Our own 
Navy has been held to be more aristocratic and more ex- 
clusive than our Army, but it is outdone in this respect 


by the United States Navy, and what is more to the 
point, while there is an evident tendency to level down 
here, at the other side of the Atlantic the tendency is 
all the other way since the Spanish war. It must be 
clearly understood that there is nothing of this kind in 
the theory of the services, but social distinctions laugh 
at theory. 

“Up to a certain point the line officer and the en- 
gineer officer get in the United States precisely the same 
training in the Government colleges. At last the point 
is reached where the roads of life diverge. One leads to 
the quarterdeck; the other to the engine room. There 
can be no question that the life of the officer of the 
‘line’-—that is, the executive, the fighting officer—is in 
every way pleasanter than that of the engineer. The 
fo-mer has none of the physical labor of the latter. To 
keop watch on deck for four hours with small responsi- 
bilities is as nothing to keeping watch for four hours in 
an engine-room, in heat, in grease, in wet, in coal dust, 

with a load of responsibilit and an incessant demand 
Z the closest vigilance. ut of the engine-room the 
engineer still finds ful] and, in most cases unpleasant, 
employment in looking after the multifarious machines 
with which a man-of-war is crowded. Should it come to 
fichting, the engineer sees himself exposed to perils of 
which the executive officer knows nothing. He may be 
killed by a shell or grievously wounded, but his death 
wi!! probably be sudden and painless. The engineer has 
always before him the prospect of being boiled alive. 
The deck officer has at least all the moral support lent by 
secing his yay Even if his ship should be torpedoed 
or rammed he has a fair chance of being saved. The 
unfortunate engineer is certain to be a victim. Has any 
one ever dared to contemplate what happened in the 
envine and boiler-rooms of the Victoria when she cap- 
sized before she sank? 

“The naval engineer has to keep below and at work 
from sixty to a hundred firemen, trimmers and greasers 
in the like special peril with himself; men to whom he 
must be the exemplar; men for whom he must find 
courage, if need be, at the point of the revolver. On 
board in peace his ‘social position is none too well as- 
sured. On shore he and his wife have no standing 

iatever socially, for he is after all to the executive 
‘ol ly an _engineer’—a superior sort of mechanic and little 
more. Under these circumstances is it likely that the 
United States experiment should be a success? Why 
should the ‘linesmen,’ the executive officer, want to go 
to the engine-room? Is it not perfectly natural, on the 
other hand, that the engineer should wish to come on 
deck? Is it curious that Admiral Melville should insist 
on the necessity for departmental orders to compel the 
deck officer to take his share of the engine-room work’? 
We think that there can be but one answer to these 
questions. 

“Now let us ask another question, which goes to the 
root of the whole difficulty. Is it certain that the effi- 


* ciency of a navy is best promoted by raising the status of 


the engineer to that of the executive branch of the ser- 
vies, as has been done in the United States? It is very 

sy to be led away in this matter by sentiment as well 
as by various other considerations. The modern naval en- 
gineer is a man who receives a very fine and expensive 
scientific education—an education which entitles him to 
take rank with any professional engineer in the world. 
At sea, however, he is never favored with the smallest 
ont vortunity of utilizing this expensive education. Of 

hat possible use, for example, can be a training in 
the ‘rmodynamics or chemistry on board a cruiser? He 
is never called upon to design an engine. It may be said 
that his scientific training opens his mind and makes him 
more efficient. Is there any evidence that the highly 
trained naval engineer is really more competent to take 
charge of a set of marine engines than the man who 
holds a Board of Trade certificate and has an Atlantic 
experience? We are not deprecating the training, wo 
are only discussing whether such a training is either es- 
sential to or even the best for the naval engineer; and 
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PORTO RICAN MOUNTED BATTALION. 


Mayaguez, P. R., Nov. 4, 1900. 

The mounted battalion of the Porto Rican Regiment 
of Infantry is now encamped at Cayey and is com- 
manded by Major Eben Swift (Captain, 5th Cav.), whose 
reputation for push, rustle and “hump” is a household 
word throughout the island. During a recent visit 
to the little town in the mountains, we constantly came 
in contact with this battalion and we must say that we 
were more than surprised at the results accomplished 
in the short time it has been organized (about five 
months). The men were enlisted from all parts of the 
island and several transfers were made from the 5th 
Cavalry and the 11th Infantry, these filling the places 
of 1st sergeants, quartermaster sergeants and battalion 
sergeant major. 

The work of organizing and drilling continued in- 
cessantly; some said P| at night, and it was super- 
vised in person by the Major, who, it was reported, 
slept in his boots; anyhow, he 'was present and eternally 
‘jacking up” somebody, but this is the way commands 
are made. 

About May, this command was mounted on little 
Porto Rican ponies to the number of 435, purchased at 
about $90 each, from every town and hamlet on the 
island; they are about thirteen and a half hands high, 
and have the clock-work gait of hobby horses. 

On the arrival of the horses they were distributed 
among the four companies, equipped with regular Army 


- equipment and issued for service. The majority of the 


men were never astride anything more mobile than a 
wire fence; they were afraid of the little fellows, even 
on the picket line, and it was quite a job to get them 
acquainted. 

he forage furnished by the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment for nearly three months consisted of about 
thirty pounds of green grass per day, to which was 
added two daily rations of water. They didn’t get 
fat on this, especially when the drills commenced, but 
after a while the ration was increased by five and then 
six ponte of oats daily. 

e drills dismounted were models of hard work, and 
the drills mounted and in the care of the horse were 
still harder, but by keeping everlastingly at it they 
all got there and now the organization is a credit. 

We witnessed a drill, an inspection and a review; we 
saw the men at stables, at guard mount, in camp and at 
large in the town; and the discipline and bearing was 
soldierly and clean; they don’t drink much, and their 
dissipations are few. On inspection and review mount- 
ed, they presented a really attractive appearance, sad- 
dies and packs were well put on, seats as good as one 
might expect in a regular regiment, and all were alert, 
erect And attentive. 

They have their drawbacks, however: they are not 
over-intelligent, the same thing has to be hammered in- 
to them over and over, or are prone to put off until 
to-morrow everything, and they are quick to take advan- 
tage of any laxity of discipline on the part of their offi- 
cers; but with good non-commission officers contin- 
ually on the alert, they make soldiers. 

hey did some very creditable work on the target 
range, many of them making possibles and the majority 
of them making 80 per cent. at the short range; this 
is certainly surprising in recruits and in men unaccus- 
tomed to firearms; we did not observe them at the long 
ranges. 

It certainly was up-hill work from the start, but now

GOVERNMENT OF NAVY YARDS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

My attention has been called to an article in your 
issue of Oct, 13 entitled “Government of Navy Yards.” 
Ordinarily such a communication would merit very 
little notice for reasons which I shall show in a 
moment, but the fact of the editorial paragraph just 
before the article, which commends it, makes it im- 
portant that attention should be called to the remark- 
able inaccuracy of the article, lest it have undue weight 
in consequence of the editorial approval. The article is 
speciously drawn, and I take it that your editorial ap- 
proval does not mean that you indorse the statements 


made as facts but merely that you commend the idea 
of endeavoring to secure greater economy and efficiency 
in the management of the Navy Yards. 

With your permission I shall endeavor to show the 
inaccuracy of most of the statements, the inconsistency 
of some and the absurdity of others, I may say in 
passing that I was for some years an officer in our 

avy, and had an opportunity to see something of the 
working of nearly all our Navy Yards during my 
cruising experience. Like every other ex-naval officer, 
I am still interested in the Navy, and that is my ex- 
cuse for asking for space to criticise the article signed 
‘‘Navy” in your issue of Oct. 13. 

The first thing that strikes any one at all familiar with 
the Navy is the remarkable indifference to facts which 
characterizes the statement with respect to the number 
of departments under each bureau at the various Navy 
Yards, and the counting of every little naval station as 
if it were a full-fledged Navy Yard with a complete 
equipment of shops. It is only necessary to mention 
the New London station, where there are no shops at 
all, and no foremen; the Newport station, which is 
devoted to the work of one bureau only; the Washington 
Navy Yard, which is devoted exclusively to ordnance, 
and the Key West Naval Station, to remind all naval 
men of the absurdity of the statements made. Even in 
the large Navy Yards there is no such multiplication 
of shops as the article signed by “Navy” would lead 
one to believe, a mere inspection of the titles of some 
of the shops showing (which is also the fact) that there 
could be only one shop of the kind. In other words, 
“Navy” has drawn upon his imagination for his facts, 
and having started out with the determination to make 
his figures nice and round, he has apparently per- 
suaded himself that if he were allowed to regulate our 
Navy Yard administration he could save nearly two 
millions of dollars a year by the reduction of foremen, 
draftsmen and clerks. 

It would seem that a little consideration of this huge 
sum would have shown him at once the absurdity of 
the claims he is making, because, on the same scale, 
adding in the compensation of the foremen, draftsmen 
and clerks who would have to be retained, we would 
find that the wages of superintendence in the Nav 
Yards would run up to some such figure as two mil- 
lions and a quarter. One has only to look at any naval 
appropriation bill to find the amount of money available 
for wages and salaries, and it will be evident at once 
et this figure is so wildly extravagant as to be laugh- 
able. 

The simple fact is that “Navy” evidently has no 
knowledge of the details of mechanical work or he would 
understand at once that the mere fact of calling two 
shops by the same name does not mean at all that both 
are doing the same work and could with advantage be 
substituted for each other. If he were at all familiar 
with any large manufacturing plant, even where the 
works are practically under one roof, he would find that 
there is a division of work almost as complete as in the 
navy yards, although the work itself is much more homo- 
geneous. Experience has shown to the shrewd business 
men, who are running these industrial establishments 
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to make money, that the way to secure the highest 
efficiency is by subdivision and specialization under 
com nt By ted oe my 

“Navy's” d of this question is entirely ac- 
ademic, and utterly ignores the fact that the essential 
object of a navy yard is to have an establishment fitted 
to enable work to be done with the greatest expedition 
and efficiency whenever an emergency arises. While 
we do not have a war very often, and naturally all good 
citizens hope that the time may not come soon again 
when we shall have a war, the fact remains that it 
is for war conditions and those resembling such a state 
that provision is to be made, and those who paid any 
attention at all to what occurred during the war with 
Spain will be well aware that we did not have any 
unnecessary shops and duplication of work at that 
time. 

The academic nature of the discussion is still further 
shown by the paragraphs in relation to interference of 
work between different departments. While it is pos- 
sible that such things may occur occasionally, I may 
say that during my experience in the Navy I never per- 
sonally came across them, and that the only difficulties 
between the different departments at navy yards were 
matters of personal crankiness which would have oc- 
curred just the same under any other system. “Nav. 
apparently assumes that the officers in charge of de- 

artments are children whose aim is to make trouble, 
instead of grown men of intelligence whose aim is to 
secure the fighest efficiency. or one I have a much 
higher opinion of our naval officers than is advanced by 
the person who signs himself ‘‘Navy.” : 

A comical side of the discussion to one who is fa- 
miliar with the history of the Navy for the last twenty 
years, is to see “Navy” on the one hand condemning 
the present storehouse system and on the other advo- 
eating for all the other lines of work in the navy yard 
the placing of them on exactly such a system. Up to 
Secretary _Witney’s regime each department had _ its 
own storehouse, which is exactly what “Navy” is 
arguing against for machine shops and other lines of 
work. The same claim was made in behalf of the 
consolidation of the storehouses that “Navy” makes 
for the consolidation of the shops, viz.: that there would 
be a great reauction in the number of persons employed 
and a consequent great economy, together with a re- 
duction in the amount of stores on hand and an avoid- 
ance of stores being purchased and growing obsolcte. 
“Navy” now argues that the storehouse system should 
be distributed among the different departments. If he 
is right about the storehouse, he is certainly wrong with 
the balance of his article. ‘ 

As showing that “Navy” is not entirely ingenuous 
and fair in his statements, however, attention is called 
to the statement that the stores, tools and machinery 
are bought and cared for by men who have no technical 
knowledge to fit them for such duties. Every one fa- 
miliar with the storehouse system knows that the func- 
tion of the Pay Department is simply to purchase the 
articles after requisition has been made for them by 
the experts in the various departments and after these 
requisitions have been approved by the bureau_chiefs 
concerned, who, of course, are also experts. The in- 
spection after purchase is also made by experts, so 
that as far as tools and machinery are concerned the 
paymaster’s function is exactly the same as that of a 

urchasing agent in any large manufacturing business. 
The stores themselves are cared for under the direction 
of a paymaster, known as the “general storekeeper,” 
with a staff.of clerks and store men, and doubtless there 
is a good deal of red tape to the system. This, how- 
ever, is necessary in order that the accounts may 
be carefully kept, and is done with.the avowed object 
of preventing the accumulation of stores unnecessarily. 

The suggestion as to centralizing the power plants 
is not a discovery on the part of “Navy” at all, but 
is the natural development of recent years since elec- 
trical power transmission has come into vogue. No- 
body is to blame for the existing system, which was per- 
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fectly natural and at the time of its installation, 
and would have been Fast the same no matter what the 
system of administering the navy yards. 

There is altogether too much of such loose writing 

as the article of ‘‘Navy,” which tends to mislead those 
not acquainted with the actual facts, and, as I have 
shown, the article is disingenuous and inaccurate to 
such a degree that one is almost led to suppose the 
statements were so made with intent, and not on account 
of ignorance. 
, The fact should be borne in mind that the exist- 
ing system of the navy yards is a growth and an cyo- 
lution and is not the outcome of a plan made many years 
ago to fit different circumstances and now out 
of touch with the times. For example, up to the begin- 
ning of the Civil War there was no separate Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, because the function of machinery 
was relatively small, but with the growth of the im- 
portance of machinery the manifest necessity of special- 
izing this feature led to the establishing of a separate 
bureau and separate shops for this particular line of 
work. The same is true of the Bureau of uipment. 
Before the days of electricity in the Navy the uip- 
ment department of a navy yard, except at the rope 
walk in Boston and a few places where anchors and 
chain cables were made, was mainly that of a store- 
house. Now the importance of the electric plants has 
made it eminently proper and economical that there 
should be special shops for the repairing of electrical 
machinery. This is a case, too, which shows that the 
mere fact of calling a shop a machine shop does not 
make its work the same as that of others. ven a lay- 
man who never heard of the Navy can see that a 
totally different class of tools and a different class of 
workmen are necessary for the massive work done in the 
Steam Engineering machine shop and the small and 
delicate work done in the Equipment electrical shops. 

If all the statements made by “Navy” were facts, his 
article would, of course, be of extreme importance; but, 
as I have endeavored to show in a general way, they 
are not facts at all, and if any officer connected with the 
Navy who has access to the data were to go over the 
matter carefully, I am sure it would be shown that, 
even following out the plan of reorganization sugges<ed 
by “Navy” the saving would-be a very small amount. 
Such a change, however, would, I am convinced, instead 
of leading to efficiency and greater economy, lead to in- 
efficiency, delay and wastefulness. As a tax payer I 
am personally interested in seeing the government de- 
partments administered with the greatest efficiency and 
economy; but I am sure that when any reorganization of 
the Navy is contemplated, if the ideas advanced by 
“Navy” are really what he believes, I should never select 
him as a member of the board.

Our correspondent is greatly mistaken if he imagines 
that in answering “Navy” he is dealing with an ig- 
noramus. We should not have published his article so 
prominently as we did had we not known that he was 
thoroughly informed as to the subject he discussed, and 
that he spoke only for the good of the Service. Fur- 
ther than this, what he said accorded with what has 
been frequently said to us by officers of the Navy, but 
not so specifically or so much in detail that we could 
make what they said available for purposes of criticism.

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HOW CAPTAIN BENTLEY WAS WOUNDED. 


Chaplain Charles 8S. Walkley, U. 8. A., sends us from 
Sorsogon, P. L., am account of the: fatal wounding of 
Capt. George H. Bentley, 47th Vol. Inf., in whose death, 
says the Chaplain, “the Service has lost a valuable and 
efficient officer.” We often see in the cable despatches 
about an officer wounded during a scout being taken 
back to camp, but we rarely have the picture of the 
trials and dangers so vividly drawn as Chaplain Walkley 
draws it in the following recital: 

“At 3 a. m. Aug. 21, 1900, Captain Bentley, with 
Sergt. O. J. Chappell and 16 men of Oo. H, started out 
to scout the country about Camilig, going over the 
hills beyond Davaga, arriving at Cotman at 9 a. wm., a 
march of fifteen miles. The insurrectos ap the 
village as our force entered without exch shots. 
Preparation for breakfast was begun, while Japtain 
Bentley, seated under a nipa open on all sides, 
tried to get information about the number and move- 
ments of the a a a Filipino woman, during 
which time Sergeant C appell was posting sentinels. A 
hemp grove of thick pn extended along the opposite 
side of the road to within 25 feet of the shed, where 
iptain Bentley was resting. The necessary precautions 

were made and the squad seemed secure from attack for 
the time being. 

“The Sergeant had just returned and reported to the 
Captain that the guards had been posted, when a shot 
was fired from the edge of the hemp grove. The ball 
struck Captain Bentley on the right of the spine, passin 
through the body, piercing his AL and liver and a ri 
as it passed out. e fell to the ground, raised his rifle 
and fired. His muscles relaxed, and the piece fell from 
his hands. 

“The shot was apparently a signal for the insurrectos 

who had crept up in the hemp growth, where it was im- 
possible to see them, to open fire with about 20 rifles, 

which they kept up until their magazines were empty. 
} men returned the fire, and the insurrectos ran. 
One bolo man was killed. Our men were unhurt. 

Sergeant Chappell turned his attention to Captain Bent- 
ley and dressed his wounds with first aid packages. tor- 

tunately, a hammock was found nearby. The Captain 
a is placed in it, and, suspending it by a bamboo pole, 
they started with the detachment for Camalig. 
trail was rough, ranges of hills had to be crossed, and 
streams forded. It took from 10 a. m. to 2 p. m. to 
reach Camalig. 

‘When about a mile and a half from Cotman Sergeant 
Chappell discovered that the insurrectos had taken a 
position of vantage on the side of a hill extending from 
his flank to the front, and had been re- -inforced. As soon 
as our men appeared in view on the brow of the hill 
opposite the insurrectos opened in front and on the 
right, at the same time endeavoring to surround our men. 
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with the wounded qutaln 70 Eng | kept up a fire 
at long range to wi Camalig. Our 
men escaped without Tarte ie and arrived safe- 
ly in Camelia, Dat thoroughly exhausted. They = 
marched 15 before Captain Bentley was wounded. 
The trail was so rough that ony nly two men could sr 
a hammock, and, as Captain Bentley weighed 
unds, the task of carrying him was severe. 

Per At ‘Camalig the detachment was fortunate in mee’ 
Lieutenant Ray, 11th Vol. Cav., with a scouting party o 
the 11th Cav. and 47th Vol. Inf. A courier was imme 
diately sent to Davaga and a telephone message sent to 
Legaspi for a surgeon and ambulance. Captain Bentley 
was tenderly cared for, but died of his wounds at Leg- 
aspi on Aug. 28. 

“He was conspicuously brave and daring, and had i 1 
usual strength and endurance. At Davaga on Feb. 
while repulsing a night attack, he was w by 
bolo cut in the right forearm during a hand-to-hand fie ht 
with a Filipino. After he was wounded he shot 
assailant with his revolver. He was twice Aids 
for brevet, as stated in regimental orders. He was more 
considerate of others than of himself. Although he was 
in agony of pain, he noticed the laborious efforts of his 
men in carrying him over the trails, and said to them: 
‘Leave me behind and look after yourselves.’ These 
were the only words he was heard to speak after he was 
wounded.” 

We published the military record of Captain Bentley 
in our issue of Sept. 

Chaplain Walkley says of Captiin Bentley that his 
ambition was to be commissioned in the Regular Army, 
his application for which was highly recommended by 
commanding officer and strongly indorsed by Brigadier 
General Kobbe. After the capture of Legaspi he was 
appointed Provost Judge, and held the office up to the 
time of his death. Sergt. Oscar J. Chappell was the 
recipient of well deserved commendation for coolness 
and good judgment in ably directing his men and safely 
conducting his wounded Captain.
